To speed the building of a big 
air armada, the Government today 
ordered work to start on some 
$4,300,000,000 worth of planes 
without waiting on Congress. 

Certain the money will be 
voted, the Air Force sought to 
save weeks of precious produc- 
tion time by signalling 200 manu- 
facturers of planes and parts to 
get going. 

It may be late August before 
Congress completes the appro- 
priations. 

An official said the entire Air 
Force plane-ordering program 
asked of Congress for the fiscal 
year that began July 1 is covered 
by the order. The number of 
planes involved was not stated 
although it is in the thousands. 

What manufacturers are getting 
is a letter of intention to place 
orders. This is “something they 
can start getting employes with,” 
an official explained. Detailed 
contracts will be signed later. 

Virtually All Manufacturers. 

The department said the letters 
went to virtually every manufac- 
turer of planes and parts in the 
country. 

The firms were given “a rough 
idea” of the size of their orders, 
subject to further negotiations. 

They were told.to inform the 
Air Force of the number of addi- 
tional employes that they will 
need. 

A spokesman said the money 
involved is to come from the reg- 
ular Defense Department appro- 
priation still pending in Congress, 
and a supplemental military ap- 
propriation which President Tru- 
man asked 10 days ago. 

A total of $6,700,000,000 for 
new aircraft is estimated unoffi- 
cially to be involved in all ap- 
propriations pending in Congress, 
or about to be introduced. 

About 7000 Planes. 

This is said reliably to cover 
about 7000 planes, including per- 
haps 1000 to be turned over to 
other non-Communist countries 
under the arms aid program. The 
Air Force share of this is not 
estimated. 

These bills include the regular 
Defense Department bill, contain- 
ing $2,200,000,000 for planes; the 
supplemental military bill expect- 
ed to provide about $3,500,000,000 
for planes; a bill for arms aid 
conservatively 
to provide §200,000,000 for air- 
craft, and a supplemental program 
for foreign arms aid expected to 
be recommended Monday and 
including probably $700,000,000 
for planes. 

The Air Force in May had about 
17,000 planes of which 3100 were 
of combat type in active service. 
Several thousand of its combat 
planes were in storage. 

Air Force plans to increase its 
48 groups to 58 within 12 months 
were announced two days ago. By 
January 1953 it plans to have 69 
air groups. 

The size of a group varies. It 
may be 30 to 45 B-29s; it may be 
75 fighters. 

Planes More Complex Now. 

Stepping up plane production 
is a time-consuming process. It is 
expected to take longer to do this 
than in the last war, despite the 
fact that United States now has 
reserves of aircraft plants, tools 
and materials which it did not 
have at the time of Pearl Harbor.

WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN

down at some critical moment in 
the action. 

This correspondent has heard 
from several officers bitter criti- 
cism of the radio and telephone 
wiring used in this campaign, A 
frequent complaint is that the ma- 
terials are often obsolete—roll- 
back material from Okinawa that 
has become rotted by fungus dur- 


ing years of storage. 
“The wiring is so damned rot- 


ten that it breaks if a soldlier 
steps on it,” said one communica- 
tions officer. “And we've seen 
radios that went dead after only 
half-an-hour’s use. The equip- 


ment was supposed to be fungus- 
proofed, but after lying around 
for four or five years in the South | 
Pacific, condensers and connec- 
tions in the radios were rotted 
through.” He said the field tele- 
phones and switchboards gave ex- 
cellent service and withstood ex- 
tremely rough handling. 

“But what we need,” he added, 
“is combat wiring with nylon in- 
sulation instead of the tar and 
rubber insulation in the present 
field wiring, which is quickly eat- 
en up by fungus rot.” 

He said some American units 
were equipped with new combat) 
wire but that his outfit was strug- 
gling along with the rofted stuff. 
As an example of what can hap- 
pen when communications fail, he 
told of a company commander 
whose unit came under sudden 
attack. 

“We knew he was having a hell 
of a scrap because we could hear 
the shooting plainly in the bat- 
talion command post. But he 
couldn’t tell us how it was going) 
or what kind of support he 
needed. We were completely in 
the dark for several valuable 
minutes and by the time lines- 
men had fixed up the rotted wire |

The political issue of a divided 
Korea then would be tossed back 
to the U.N., which has been wres- 
tling with it since World War II. 
Policy-Makers’ Feeling. 
Voluntary and enforced com- 
pliance are different things, how- 
ever, and American policy-makers 
are inclined to dwell on this point. 
If Gen. MacArthur finds he mu 
fight to the Thirty-eighth paral- 
lel, some of these officials feel, 
then he should be instructed to 
keep going north, enforcing the 
original U.N. decision on Korea, 
This decision dates to Dec. 12, 
1948, but never could be enforced 
against the Communists. By its 


terms, the General Assembly. 


recognized the unity of Korea, 
outlawed the Communist govern- 
ment of North Korea, and de- 
clared the South Korean govern- 
ment to be legal and sovereign 
for the whole country. 

Line Can Be Ignored. 

The thirty-eighth parallel never 
has been recognized by anyone 
as a legal boundary, and return 
to the line was ordered by the 
U.N. only as an effort to re- 
establish the conditions existing 
before aggression. The line readily 
can be. ignored. 

But there are strong objections 
to deciding now to ignore it. The 
principal deterents are two, and 
President Truman and the State 
Department have determined to 
know all about them before they 
make a decision. One is Com- 
munist China, and the other is the 
Soviet Union. 

By the time a military decision 
is near enough, diplomatic of- 
ficials expect that the position of 
the Russians, and the Chinese 
Communists, will be clear, and 
that reasonable guesses can be 
made as to their future conduct. 
If canviction should develop that 
to cross the thirty-eighth parallel 
would spread the fighting or start 
a new -war, or have other and 
unforeseen harmful results, then 
there will be no change. The de- 
cision, as Truman said, will be 
made when we come to it. 


‘DISCRETION’ IN WAR 
REPORTING URGED 
FOR U.S, PRESTIGE 


TOKYO, July 29 ‘(AP)—Gen., 
MacArthur’s public information 
officer today strongly urged war 
correspondents to use “discre-| 
ticn” in their reports from Korea 
to avoid injuring the morale of | 
soldiers and the prestige of the 
United States. 

Col. M. P. Echols said United 
States embassies in Paris and 
Rome had told headquarters that 
news accounts are hurting the 
American position in the eyes of 
foreign readers. 

“These stories from Korea of 
American soldiers running down 
the road sobbing and crying are 
creating a terrible impression 
abroad,” Echols said. “We have 
g.t to have the support of those 
people, and such writing is dam- 
aging our position. 

“That sort of stuff gives peo- 
ple in other countries the im- 
pressicn that something like 
Grghis Khan If is on the loose 
again and that we can't hold 
them.”

LIITED FEDERAL 
POLICE FORCE FOR 
WEST GERMANY 


By GEORGE BOULTWOOD 

BONN, Germany, July 29 (AP) 
-—The Western Allies have ap- 
proved creation of a limited fed- 
eral police force for West Ger- 
many, an informed Allied source 
said today. 

The Allied High Commission 
has authorized the Bonn govern- 
ment to form a federal police 
force of 500 men for duty in the 
capital and a special police force 
of perhaps 12,000 men that would | 
be used under federal command 
in event of a grave emergency, 
this informant said. 

‘ How Plan Would Work. 

As outlined by the Allied in- 
formant and German sources: 

The reserve force would be 
divided among police units in the | 
11 states and would not come un- 
der the direction of the federal 
government until it was needed. 

It is to be recruited through a 
10 per cent increase in the police 
forces throughout West Germany, 
presently numbering about 122.- 
000 men. Flying squads would be 
available to respond on short no- 
tice to a call from the Bonn 
government.

Military Might Assessed 


By German Generals Who Fought 


Soviets—See Strength in Tanks’ 


Assuming That the USSR : 4 


Is Not Ready for War Is 
‘Very Dangerous’ — ‘Only 


Force Can Keep Peace.’ 


EDITOR’S NOTE—A group of German 
generals, collaborating with Col. Kurt 
Conrad Arnade, former member of the 
German General Staff, have prepared 
the appraisal of Russian military might 
condensed here. It is even more perti- 
nent today, in the light of Communist 
aggression in Korea, than when published 
in the June issue of the “United Nations 
World.” In reading the following article, 
however, it should be remembered that 
the atithors, as members of the German 
officer corps, may not be devoid of 
national self-interest. 


USSIA is working day and night, 

Sunday as well as workday, on re- 

armament, using millions of war 
prisoners, slave laborers, men, women 
and children. The destroyed industrial 
areas have been rebuilt. Countless new 
plants have been put into operation; 
new towns and cities have been created, 
all serving one purpose only: re- 
armament. 

There is no lack of manpower. Russia has 
at its disposal the manpower reserves of half 
of Europe and half of Asia. 

The material war losses have been recov- 
ered. Russia today is stronger than at any 
time in the past. 

The basis of its re-armament program was 
and is today the tank. It was the tank that 
brought Russia its greatest and most decisive 
victories. Lately varying estimates have been 
published as to the strength of the Russian 
tank-force. It has repeatedly been estimated 
at 40,000. But that was the number of tanks 
Russia had in 1941 at the outbreak of war. 

This number may possibly correspond to 
Russia’s yearly production but not to its over- 
all strength. One should not repeat the mis- 
take of under-estimating Russian armament 
capacity. This mistake proved the doom of 
Germany. 

One must reckon on over 100,000 first- 
elass tanks. The plants in Stalingrad alone 
produced in 1942 5500 T-34s. 

The Air Force was Russia’s weakest weapon 
in the last war, materially as well as in per- 
sonnel. It would be wise to be prepared for 
surprises in this arm too. Russia today has 
a great many German specialists and skilled 
workers at its disposal. These have contrib- 
uted successfully to the development of jet- 
planes. Russia is a past master at adapting 
and copying captured weapons and machines. 
It will have difficulty catching up with the 
Western powers technically, but it will try to 
balance this inferiority by mass-production. 


Six Million New Soldiers 
For Russia Since the War. 


The immense losses in manpower of the 
last war will be noticeable for a long time. 
Yet in the last five years 6,000,000 to 8,000,- 
000 new soldiers have grown up. 

In case of war, millions of Asiatics will 
presumably be at Russia’s disposal. Russia 
will again be able to pursue military aims 
regardless of human losses. 

If it were not for the Air Force, Russia 
today would be invincible. Therefore, we 
come to the logical conclusion that the 
Western powers must base their whole 
armament program on the Air Force. It 
alone will be able to strike decisive blows 
against Russia. 

The importance of another weapon which 
during the last war was just at the beginning 
of its development, has been recognized by 
the Russians: the rocket. 

During the war, their “Stalin organ” im- 
proved from month to month. On the north- 
ern front of Stalingrad, Russia introduced 


mortars of over 30 centimeters. During the |’ 


Spring of 1942, we encountered them only 
occasionally but very soon this weapon, 
which can easily be produced, appeared at 
the front in large quantities. It was fortunate 
for us that the Russian ammunition was at 
that time very inferior in comparison to ours. 
Today one may assume with certainty that 
this deficiency has been eliminated. 
In short the Russians have at their dis- 
posal first-class weapons of their own man- 
ufacture [he American supplies in arma- 


pared ideologically and politically for war. 
Russia today has‘the strongest army in the 
world—about 170 infantry, 35 armored and | 
60 artillery divisions. The peacetime strength 
Lof the Red Army amounts to 4,500,000 men. 
The trained reserves are 25,000,000. It can 
therefore lead into battle 30,000,000 men. 

The quality of the Russian soldier was 
demonstrated in the last war. He is frugal 
and extraordinarily tough. His superiority 
shows especially under adverse climatic con- 
ditions, in winter and especially at night, a 
kind of warfare not mastered equally by the 
soldiers of the Western powers. 

The Russian offensives primarily succeeded 
because of the ground forces and the superior 
Russian tanks. One should not forget, on the 


other hand, that after Stalingrad all Russian 


; 


attacks were carried by superior forces 


against inferior German groups and unfavor- | 
able defensive positions. Nonetheless it 
seems that the new spirit of the offense has 
been successfully indoctrinated in officers 
and men. 


Assume Military Planning 
Is in the Offensive Spirit. 


One must assume that the Soviet military 
leadership has drawn up its operation plans 
in the offensive, spirit, though Russia is in 
position to wage a long defensive war as well 
as a dynamic offensive war. 

On the other hand, we must consider the 
United States potential. In the first World 
War its army started with scant experience 
and inadequate armaments but in the end de- 
cided the outcome of the war. 

In the second war it presented an entirely 
different picture. This time a superbly 
armed, trained and officered army started on 
equal terms with the best armies in Europe. 
Especially improved was the co-operation of 
infantry with tanks and artillery. Air sup- 
pert was truly impressive. 

However, the United States Army lacks ° 
the battle experience required for a war 
with a fresh and well-led mass army of the ;} 
kind Russia will put into the field. The 
chief hope of the American army lies in 
advanced technical weapons, especially in 
the air. It has the additional advantage 
of having leaders who have the loyalty and 
respect of the people. 

The British soldier is tough and deter- 
mined. But one must assume that Great 
Britain will put only small forces on the Eu- | 
ropean continent. | 

France proved in the second World War a/| 
surprisingly weak opponent. It had very lit-|

able to withstand a Russian onslaught. 


In conclusion, we may draw up the fol- 
lowing balance: 

Russia today is the strongest land power. 
In case of war, it will be able to mobilize 
more men than all its opponents combined. 
Its Air Force at the present is still inferior 
and the same is true to a much larger de- 
gree of its Navy. But one must be pre- 
pared for the appearance of submarines in 
enormous quantities, which will not be 
technically inferior to those of the Western 
powers. 


In view of the present one-sided distribu- | 
tion of armed strength, the question upper- | 


most in military minds is this: 
If the cold war should suddenly degenerate 


into a shooting war, how would the campaign | 


for Europe shape up, and what are the 
chances that the West could hold its own? 

The answer is brutally simple. 

If the Red Army attacked today, it 
would doubtless be able to overrun Europe 
with tens of thousands of tanks in a few 
days. 

If Anglo-American air formations attack 
eight or 10 hours after the Russian advance 
they might delay the Russian offensive and 
inflict losses on the enemy, but they would 
not be able to stop him. 

The first real obstacle 1s thé Pyrennees. 
Here the Russian advance can be stopped. 
This barrier cannot be overrun immediately, 
since there will have been time to man the 
prepared positions. Only Spain and England 
can be defended until the counter-mobiliza- 
tion is concluded. 

It must be pointed out here that an initial 
Russian success would mean the end of 
Europe. To avoid this tragedy, the strategy 
of the West must be devised with a view to 
keeping Western Europe from being overrun 
by the initial attack of the Red Army. 

The center of the defense must be shifted 
as far as possible to the East in order to 
preserve operational freedom, and to pre- 
vent the Russians from conquering another 
40 to 60 million men and women as slave 
laborers or soldiers. The part that Ger- 
many is supposed to play must be decided 


by the Western powers. Even if Germany | 


wanted to, it could not now contribute to 
its own defense. 


If the West wants Germany, it is high | 


time to revise high policy.

Lovejoy, in the 1830s, condemned slavery and 
recommended gradual emancipation in a 
Presbyterian paper that he first published 
at St. Louis. Threats of mob violence forced 
him to move across the Mississippi river to 
Alton.’ Mobs destroyed his press there three 
times and shot and killed him in 1837 as he 
was defending it against a fourth attack. 
Shortly before the final attack, he said: 
“As long as I am an American citizen, and 
‘as long as American blood runs in my veins,

the Air Reserve,” the report said, “must 
be equipped, trained and ready for im- 
mediate action in the event of war. We 
should build to this force as rapidly as 
possible and once it is achieved, never 
permit it to drop below this level. Nor 
should we permit it te become impotent 
and ineffective because of failure to keep 
it modernized with the very best planes 
and equipment available.” 

This January 1948 report said that “it 
would be safe to assume, in making our 
plans for the next two years, that . possible 
hostile powers will not be producing atomic 
/ weapons in substantial quantities before the 
end of 1952” but pointed out that “this 
does not assume that such powers may not 
(have a few atomic weapons prior to that 
' date.” 

Truman’s announcement about the “atomic 
explosion” in Soviet Russia was made in 
September 1949. American experts do not be- 
lieve the Russians have an atomic weapon 
stockpile anything like ours. 

The report gave this warning: 

“It would be an unreasonable risk, and 
therefore a reckless course, to rely on other 
nations not having atomic weapons in quan- 
‘tity by the end of 1952.” 

The Communist invasion of South Korea 
plus the knowledge that Russia possesses 
an unknown number of atomic weapons 
will give Finletter an opportunity to build 
up an Air Force such as Symington prayed 
and fought for. His task will be far easi- 
er than that of Symington who ran up 
against some of the meanest kind of under- 
cover maneuvering by a few overzealous 
naval officers and their irresponsible 
spokesmen. ‘ 
Not so much will be heard about a “70- 

Group Air Force” but an intensive drive will 
be made toward an equivalent goal. Even 
| within two and a half years, there has been 
'a great change in airplane designs with the 
| general trend toward bigger, more compli- 
| cated, more heavily armed and hence more 
costly types. 

Whether we have 60, 70 or 80 groups de- 
'pends on what types are found best suited 
‘for the expected developments. 

Chairman Vinson of the House Armed 
Services Corhmittee announced Thursday 
that within the next 12 months the Air Force 
would be increased from 48 to 58 groups 
and within the next three years to 69 groups.

The different approach of the two men 
appears to be reflected in the changed at- 
mosphere of the spacious office of the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force. Under Symington, 
there was a certain tension, a feeling of 
hustle and bustle. 

The room is quieter with the Finletter 
occupancy. He talks with the continuity and 
fluency of a lawyer presenting a carefully 
prepared brief. Instead of sitting at his desk, 
he prefers a group of low, soft chairs in a 
corner of his office so he can stretch out his 
feet on a low table. 

Finletter looks like the successful New 
York lawyer that he was before he took his 
latest Government assignment. Weighing 
about 150 pounds and standing 5 feet, 8 
inches, he dresses conservatively and cor- 
rectly. His partly bald head adds a few 
years to his looks until the visitor is at- 
tracted by his alert gray eyes. He is ob- 
viously happy in this job. 

Like all defense officials at this time, he 


will not grant interviews. From his past 
writings and his talks with friends, it is 
known, however, that his program will be 
the traditional program, with some up-to-the- 
minute revisions, of the Air Force since uni- 
fication. The Korean operation makes ac- 
celeration of this program imperative. 

Finletter, who—like President Truman — 
was an artillery captain in World War I and 
not a flyer, is expected to emphasize team- 
work within the unified services rather than 
to publicize the Air Force. He was instru- 
mental in forming a Joint Secretaries Or- 
ganization, comparable to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, so that the administrative and policy 
problems, as distinct from military operations, 
could be discussed at regular intervals. In 
Army Secretary Pace and Navy Secretary 
Matthews he has willing co-operators. 

Next to the United States, Europe is the 
region that must be in a defensive posture, 
the Air Secretary believes. This country 
must be protected by strategic airpower 
and radar warning systems. Western Eu- 
rope must build up its own defenses with 
American military and economic aid. 

The United Nations and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Powers are the organizations available 
for co-operative action between the United 
States and non-Communist Europe. As yet, 
every country wants to build up its own bal- 
anced military forces instead of transferring 
some of its sovereignty to a larger group in 
which the common collective force would be 
| stronger than the sum of autonomous forces 

that each nation has been planning.

Finletter’s history indicates that he is well 
prepared to handle the general technicalities 
of airplane construction and the problems of 
international co-operation. 

He was born in Philadelphia, the son and 
grandson of prominent Pennsylvania lawyers, 
Through his mother he is descended from the 
colonial settlers. After preparatory educa- 


tion at the Philadelphia Episcopal Academy, 
he studied in France for a year before enter- 
ing the University of Pennsylvania, where he 


‘took his law degree. 


He saw service in France with the 312th 
Field Artillery, and on his return to this 
country married Margaret Damrosch, daugh- 
ter of the great symphony conductor. Miss 
Damrosch had been a Y.W.C.A. worker dur- 
ing the war. She has written magazine 
articles, plays, and an autobiographical story 
of her childhood, “From the Top of the 
Stairs,” under the pen name Gretchen Fin- 
letter. They have two daughters.

This is a grass roots report from the 
editor of a small weekly newspaper in 
Southern Illinois to Secretary of State 
Acheson: 

People in small cities like Troy, I/1., 
generally don’t get excited very easily 
by world events and the rantings and 
ravings of irresponsible men like Sena- 
tor McCarthy. But sooner or later 
world events seem to snowball into 
some strange, horrible thing called war; 
then world events come into our homes 
and into our lives and we are con- 
cerned. 

Right now our thinking and our pray- 
ers are in Korea; and yet it is not 
Korea we fear, but that which Korea 
symbolizes. We support the President’s 
decision for action in Korea and at the 
same time we are willing and anxious 
to support a vigorous, positive program 
which we feel the State Department 
can and must carry on. 

Too often, ‘we feel, our country has 
had a negative policy. While the United 
pueee has done some oe yang 

ng things like the Marshall Plan, too 

eau we have attempted to com- 
bat Communism by denouncing it. We 
little people in Troy are against Com- 
munism just as we are against polio. 
But we know it will take positive, vig- 
orous action to combat the crippling 
effects of either. 

In Korea our government supported 
the weak, corrupt regime of a dictator 
who gave his people liftle. Now our 
armies are fighting in Korea and un- 
less we give the South Koreans a gov- 
ernment with a plan for social change 
we will have lost the war we now are 
fighting. What has happened in Korea 
easily can happen in Indochina, where 
we also are supporting a weak dicta- 
torial regime which is not giving the 
people the positive social program they 
crave. And the story of Indochina can 
be repeated in other spots throughout 
the world. 

Before American forces reach the 
thirty-eighth parallel—where we hope 
and trust they shall stop—our State 
Department should launch a mighty 
diplomatic war for peace. We no longer 
can afford to speak in a faint voice to 
men with empty stomachs of an ideal 
they cannot understand. We need a 
new international public relations pro- 
gram so that the Voice of America does 
not appear to be a whisper from a na- 
tion unconcerned with the plight of its 
brothers across the waters. 

We need positive action now; for time 
is fleeting—hour by hour, minute by 
minute, second by second, atom by 


atom.

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The Truth About the Charter 


Every trick of dirty politics has been used to 
envelope the charter election in a murky haze of 
misinformation and misunderstanding. 

To begin with, the Aldermen picked the worst 
possible date for the election. They delayed so 
long in announcing this date that they made a 
thorough educational pro-charter campaign al- 
most impossible. At the same time the ward- 
heelers started all manner of wild whispers— 
whispers that the charter will saddle the com- 
munity with an unprecedented tax burden, whis- 
pers that it will set race against race. 

As we predicted at the outset, ft has been a 
campaign of politicians against the people. But 
the wardheelers have not had things all their 
own way. A course has been pointed through 
the murk and the haze. 

The Citizens’ Committee for the New Charter 
was organized under the co-chairmanship of 
former Mayor Kaufmann, a Republican, and for- 
mer Police Board President Priest, a Democrat, 
both respected for their integrity. Hundreds of 
outstanding citizens joined them. 

The leaders of the Catholic, Protestant and 


_Jewish faiths have spoken up in favor of the 


charter. The AFL Central Labor Union, the 
General Council of Civic Needs, the League of 
Women Voters, the Federated Clubs of Missouri, 
the Chamber of Commerce and scores of other 
organizations—representative of all classes and 
groups in the city—are for the charter. 

The wardheelers whisper that all these are 
part and parcel of a sinister conspiracy to put 
something over on the people. What nonsense! 


As always, the best answer lies in the facts.

What is the charter? It is the basic law, the’ 


local constitution, under which St. Louis is gov- 
erned. It does not impose taxes, pave streets, 
regulate traffic or maintain parks and institu- 
tions. It is the grant of power from the people 
under which the Mayor, the Aldermen and the 
other officials carry on the city’s business. 

Why a new charter? The present charter 
dates back to 1914. It is outmoded. In fact, it 
never was a very good charter because it caused 
too much overlapping of authority, as in the 


- Board of Estimate and Apportionment. It makes 


it very difficult for the voters to be sure where 
to put the credit and where to put the blame. 
It gives office-holders too many opportunities to 
pass the buck. It makes city government inef- 
ficient and expensive. 

Does the charter streamline City Hall? It 
gives the Mayor more direct responsibility for 
the city’s administration. It reduces the city’s 
agencies and departments from 42 to 22. It 


“groups all properly related activities in sin- 


gle departments instead of perpetuating con- 
flicting agencies. It empowers the Mayor to 
appoint qualified heads of these departments. 
If they do not come up to expectations, the vot- 
ers can directly blame the Mayor. 

What about an example of consolidation? A 


‘good one is the new Department of Finance 


which will handle all the city’s money matters. 
It takes over duties now in the hands of the 
Assessor, Collector of Revenue, License Collec- 
tor, Treasurer, Register, Supply Commissioner, 
Back Tax Commission, Board of Standardization, 
and Funds Committee and some of the duties 
of the Comptroller. 

Does this give the Mayor too much power? 
No. He must respect the detailed professional 
qualifications demanded of all department heads. 
He cannot appoint political hacks. 

Can the Mayor’s department heads build a 
political machine? Not very easily, because those 
working under them must be, for the most part, 
selected by civil service examinations. The merit 
system is extended by the new charter. 

With such a strong Mayor, what happens to 
the Aldermen? They and they alone have the 
legislative power in the city government. Only 
they can pass the ordinances which the Mayor 
administers. There will continue to be 28 
Aldermen elected by wards so that every group 
in the city may be sure of representation. 

Can the Aldermen check on the Mayor’s ad- 
ministration? Yes, more than ever before. The 
new charter gives them the right to appoint a 
qualified, independent Auditor, a real watch dog. 

What are the Auditor’s functions? He will 
make the usual annual examination of the city’s 
books. He will make a very detailed examina- 
tion of each city department at least once every 
four years. Further, he will make any special 
investigation the Aldermen may desire. All rec- 
ords will be open to him at all times. 

What about checks on the Aldermen? The 
charter makes it much easier to recall any of- 
ficial. Also it makes it easier to hold a refer- 
endum on any ordinance adopted by the Alder- 
men. It does this by requiring a three-fourths 
majority for an “emergency” clause which would 
put a measure beyond a test at the polls. 

Does this curb the power to impose new taxes? 
It certainly makes it much more difficult to 


impose taxes without the approval of the voters. 
Under the present charter, all tax measures are 
automatically in the “emergency” class, so no 
referendum is possible. 

What about checks on wasteful spending? The 
new charter requires both the Mayor and the 
Aldermen to hold public hearings on the city 
budget. Further, it requires the Mayor to keep 
the budget within the estimated revenues for 
the year. To prevent padding this estimate, it 
requires him to publish the actual receipts for 
the two previous years. 

Can the Aldermen increase expenditures? No, 
they may reduce but not raise them. 

How are these controls enforced? Actual 
spending is put on a monthly basis. If expendi- 
tures exceed income in any month, the next 
month’s outlays must be reduced sufficiently to 
make up this deficit. In other words, the city 
cannot end the fiscal year in the red. 

What about Water Department funds? These 
must be kept separate from all other city funds. 
The Water Department will make a payment to 
the general fund of the sum it would pay in 
taxes if it were a private utility. A further pay- 
ment must be made into a replacement fund. If 
there is any money left, rates must be cut. 

Does the charter eliminate any hospital, health 
or welfare services? No, it empowers the city 
to continue all normal services and to enlarge 
them as time goes on, but it does put them 
under more efficient management. 


What about the so-called county offices? The 
charter abolishes some of these and brings the 
others under the city’s budgetary control. The 
Sheriff, for example, will not be abie to hand 
in a bill which the city must pay without ques- 
tion. Under the new charter, the city will have 
the power to say how big his bill shall be. 


Will the Missouri Legislature retain control 
over purely local matters? No, this is a “home 
rule” charter authorized by the 1945 State Con- 
stitution. It will no longer be necessary for St. 
Louis to go hat in hand to Jefferson City for 
permission to do this or that. Under the new 
charter, the business of St. Louis will be in the 
hands of the people of St. Louis. 

What about the rights of the people? The 
charter does not contain a bill of rights because 
the Freeholders felt those in the Federal and 
State Constitutions are ample. The new charter 
does not impose segregation, employment regu- 
lations or anything of the sort. It does not dis- 
criminate against any group because of race, 
color or creed. It does not tie the hands of the 
Aldermen as to more liberal legislation. 


Is this a perfect charter? No. There are 
those who believe it might be even more pro- 
gressive. For them, the process of amendment 
is readily available. The new charter was writ- 
ten to be acceptable and workable, not ideal. 


But what about all this talk of an earnings 
tax and other taxes? It is worth emphatic repe- 
tition that the new charter imposes no new 
taxes. It vests the taxing power where it now 
is: in the Board of Aldermen. Because Mis- 
souri law holds’ that a city may impose no tax 
not listed in its charter, this document contains 
a long list of possible tax sources. But it does 
not impose new taxes. Nor is it in the least 
likely that, under the charter’s referendum pro- 
vision, the Aldermen will impose any tax not 
wanted by the people of St. Louis. 

As for the earnings tax, the charter actually 
prescribes a 1 per cent ceiling in the event that 
the Aldermen should seek to reimpose this tax. 
Some critics believe that there should have been 
no ceiling. The big fact, however, is that the 
charter recognizes that the city must levy taxes 
to meet expenses. The kind of taxes it leaves 
to the people and their officials. 

* « » 

This is an honest summary of the new char- 
ter. There are, of course, many administrative 
details designed to give effect to the broad pro- 
visions here considered. We believe that in the 
year they gave to this work, the Freeholders, 
under the chairmanship of Raymond R. Tucker, 
produced a thoughtful, well-balanced charter 
and one which St. Louis urgently needs. 

The shortcomings of the 1914 charter have 
been apparent for a long time. They were 
pointed out time and again by surveys and citi- 
zens’ committees. That is why the Aldermen 


. finally authorized the election of the Free- 


holders. These Freeholders were broadly rep- 
resentative of all levels of the community. They 
held public hearings on every point in the char- 
ter, and they consulted outstanding experts.

Where is—or was—the campsite of the Lewis 
and Clark expedition from which that pair of 
fearless trail blazers set out up the Missouri 
in 18037 

That the spot was on the Illinois bank of the 
Mississippi near Wood River is well established. 
The uncertainties following in the wake of the 
Jefferson’s Louisiana Purchase made it wise to 
recruit, drill and provision the party through 
the winter of 1803-04 on territory known to all 
as under the Stars and Stripes. 

But just where on the Illinois side was the 
spot? Albert and Jane Salisbury in their new 
book, “Two Captains West,” place it at the point 
of land between the old channel of Wood River 
and the Mississippi, north of St. Thomas junc- 
tion, about .8 mile west of Alternate Highway 67 
and 3 mile along the levee.

Why Korea Must Be Free 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opimon 


In prophetic speech five years ago, Oregonian warned that only 
an independent Korea could help stabilize peace in Far East; 
urged American backing for free government as: buffer state; 
hoped Soviets might gain access to ports but not domination. 


From an Address by Senator Wayne L. Morse, July 28, 1945 


There is a country on the other side of 
the world which I think we ought to take 


' some time out to look at and think about. 


In American terms it is not a very large 
country—just a little larger than Utah or 
Minnesota. Its population numbers about 
25,000,000. It does not have any army, 
now, or navy, either. It cannot do much to 
help us win the war—not yet, anyway—but 
it may have a lot to do with how well we 
shall be able to keep 
the peace. 

The name of that 
country is Korea. 
Right now it is 
under the heel of the 
Japs, where it has 
been for a full gen- 
eration. A lot of 
Americans have for- 
gotten about it, and 
a lot more are hear- 
ing about Korea 
these days for the 
first time. Out in my 
State of Oregon we é 
are interested in Ko- = Wayne 1. Morse 
rea’s past and even 
more interested in its future. For we 
know that what happens to Korea is going 
to make much difference in whether we 
can make a peace settlement in Asia that 


will stick, and we on the Pacific coast are ° 


vitally concerned with peace in the Pacific. 


After Perry opened up Japan, American 
ships sometimes bumped against the coast 
of Korea, and several of them had trouble. 
Finally, in 1882, our Commodore R. W. 
Shufeldt sailed into Chemulpo Bay, right 
up to the front door of the capital city of 
Seoul, and arranged a treaty of commerce 
and mutual aid. We got the commerce, 
a let them take the mutual aid on 
trust. 


Handed to Japan 


That is, we did until 1904, when they 
really needed some help. In that year the 
Japs pulled their sneak attack on Russia, 
and sent troops through Korea to attack 
Viadivostok. Those troops were never 
withdrawn. When the Treaty of Ports- 
mouth was signed here in this country, 
with President Theodore Roosevelt's help, 
Korea was casually handed over to the 
Japs as a protecturate. Of course, the Ko- 
reans protested, but the State Department 
refused to receive their mission until after 
the treaty had gone into effect. Five years 
later, in 1910, Japan incorporated Korea 
into its empire, with all pretense of its 
independence dropped. We were the first 
country to close our diplomatic ,offices in 
Korea, and transfer all relations to our 
embassy in Tokyo. ° 

Through all the years since then the 
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back in another 25 years? The answer to 
that was given by Roosevelt and Churchill 
when they promised that all of Japan’s 
conquests were to be taken away. Is Korea 
to be handed over to China or to Russia, to 
become in their hands a threat aimed at 
one or the other of them? The answer to 
that question, too, ought to be “No,” in 
terms of the Cairo pledge that “Korea 
shall, in due course, become free and 
independent.” 


It is only an independent Korea that can 
serve the needs of stability in Asia and 
help establish lasting peace. As a free 
nation, without either the strength or the 
will to attack its neighbors, Korea will 
serve again as it has throughout its 4000 
years of history before 1905, as a buffer 
state. It would be the padding necessary 
to keep its ambitious neighbors apart. 


Russia’s Interest 


Members of the Senate will appreciate 
that Russia as well as Japan has a strong 
interest in Korea. From the trend of 
events we may well assume the likelihood 
that in the near future a Communist Ko- 
rean government will be unveiled in Si- 
beria or in Yenan and recognized by the 
Soviet Union as the true representative of 
the oppressed masses of Korea. Once that 
step is taken the result will be very much 
like the surrender of Korea to Japan in 
1905. 

We do know for certain that thousands 
of Korean exiles have been welcomed, edu- 
cated, and trained for war and government 
in Siberia. We know that when Japan has 
been driven from Korea these Siberian 
exiles will be returning to their homes. We 
can hope that their effect will be only to 
create a bond of friendship and trade be- 
tween Korea and the Soviet Union. As 
such they could help establish prosperity 
for a free Korea and make it easier for 
Russia to secure the ice-free ports it needs 
in that country, without military, political 
or economic domination. This is a positive 
contribution of real value which the Ko- 
rean Communist exiles might be able to 
make. 

But they will play such a role only if it 
is a free and democratic Korea to which 
they return. Their influence will be bene- 
ficial only if Korea has a truly repre- 
sentative government, and is supported in 
its independence by the friendship of the 
United States and the other democracies 
of the west. This is the condition I pro- 
pose that we ought to bring about. 


Free World, Free People 


While the initiative still remains in our 
hands, I propose that the United States 
recognize the Korean Provisional Republic 
as the provisional government of Korea. 
I think we should at the same time prom- 
ise the Korean people that just as soon 4s 
conditions permit we shall supervise a free 
election by which they may choose a gov- 
ernment wholly of their own choice. And 
I believe we should then stand beside and 
behind that government with a real pledge

HE strange case of Owen Lattimore, the Johns Hopkins profes- 

sor and writer on Asiatic affairs who was accused by Senator 

Joseph R. McCarthy of being “the top Soviet espionage agent” 
in the United States, was brought to an official period, if not a final 
close, on July 17. At that time a majority of a Senate investigating 
committee headed by Senator Millard Tydings reported there was no 
evidence to show that Lattimore was a Russian spy, or a spy of any 
_ kind, and that McCarthy had perpetrated a hoax and a lie.

policy; it aroused the nation to a 
high pitch of excitement by sug- 
gesting that a major scandal was 
about to be exploded. 


Lattimore’s Own Record. 


Lattimore has now produced his 
own complete record of the case 
in a book called “Ordeal by Slan- 
der,” which is being published by 
Little, Brown & Co. Though most 
of the material has been printed 
before in the day-by-day news- 
paper accounts of the incident, 
the book has the advantage of 
being an organized, connected and 
chronological 
off with the author's evaluation 
of what happened—that is, he 
tells his story and points a moral. 

In his long statement read be- 
fore the Senate investigating 
committee, he declared that Mc- 
Carthy’s charges were somewhat 
difficult to pin down. McCarthy 
first referred to Lattimore mere- 
ly as “pro-Communist” and it 
was not until a week later that 
he elevated the professor to the 
position of “top espionage agent.” 

This, writes Lattimore, was ap- 
parently an afterthought. But in 

his major broadside on the Sen- 
ate floor on March 30 the Sena- 
tor quite understandably showed 
that he was getting a bad case 
of weak knees. In that speech 
the worst charge he made against 
me was that I was ‘one of the 
top Communist agents in this 
country.’ You will note that I 
Was merely one among many; and 
that I was no longer guilty of 
espionage. Indeed, he suggested 
that maybe the best way to de- 
scribe me was as a ‘bad policy 
risk;’ and the poor fellow ended 
up on page 4446 of the record 
by saying that ‘I fear in the case 
of Lattimore, I may have placed 
too much stress on the question 
of whether or not he has been 
an espionage agent.’” 

All Charges Flatly Denied. 

To all charges, modified or 
unmodified, Lattimore entered a 
flat denial. He was not a Com- 
munist and never had been one; 
he was not a Communist sym- 


pathizer; his analytical writings 


on the Asiatic situation had been 
directed toward reinforcing the 
cause of freedom and democratic 

rocedure and in strengthening 

e position of the United States 
in dealing with the Oriental peo- 
ples; he was not an employe of 
the State Department; the State 
Department had not followed pol- 
icies he advocated, but often the 
direct opposite. 

His only connections with the 
United States government were 
as follows: (1) He was appointed 
by the President as a member of 
the Pauley Reparations Mission 
to Japan and served three or four 
months beginning Oct. 15, 1945.

Foundation of Views on China. 


“The very foundation of my 
views toward China is a firm 
belief that the United States and 
the democratic nations of the 
world — if they are willing to 
abandon fhe mistaken policies of 
the past and face the problems 
of China and the Far East realis- 
tically—can help to bring about 
the establishment of strong gov- 
ernments in the Far East that 
will work harmoniously with the 
Western powers. Despite Senator 
McCarthy, my books and articles 
witness that my basic beliefs are 
the absolute antithesis of the 
Marxist doctrine.” 

The chief witnesses summoned 
by McCarthy to establish Latti- 
more’s alleged connection with 
Communism were Louis Budenz, 
the widely publicized ex-Commu- 
nist and one-time editor of “The 
Daily Worker,” and Freda Utley, 
also an ex-Communist. Budenz 
said he had never met Lattimore 
but had heard about him. His

ILBUR DANIEL STEELE, 

an expert craftsman in 

building either a _ short 
story or a novel, has done a 
workmanlike job in his newest 
book, “Diamond Wedding” 
‘Woubleday), which tells a story 
ef “our last wilderness.” The 
“wilderness” in question is 
Colorado, which has shed its 
pioneer ways so effectively and 
has been so active in promoting 
ski resorts, million-dollar ho- 
tels, drama and music festivals 
that it now refers to itself as a 
center of culture. Its earlier 
days, however, are not forgot- 
ten. A nostalgic enshrining of 
the past is also a lively indus- 
try in this mountainous and 
muscular state. 


Though not exactly a native 
son—he was born in North 
Carolina — Mr. Steele spent his 
growing years in Colorado and 
a natural interest in its history, 
plus a strong talent for sys- 
tematic research, has enabled 
him to turn out a work that 
has a thick consistency of at- 
mosphere and documentary de- 
tail. Being a good story-teller, 
however, he constructs a strong 
and continuously moving narra- 
five line which is concerned 
with the person of Gowd Skin- 
ner, his moral and physical ad- 

. ventures and the varied for- 
tunes of the Skinner clan 
which he founds. 


Skinner literally drifts into 
the story as a foundling and 
unwanted babe who has been 
lashed to an improvised raft 
and set afloat on the waters of 
the Ohio.

REMONT doesn’t make it 
F this trip; neither does Skin- 

ner. He falls among a tribe 
of Indians, learns their ways, 
takes to the western wilderness, 
lives like a creature of the 
woods. In the course of his 
wanderings he encounters Hope, 
a well-bred New England. girl 
who has come West with an 
uncle in search of her fiance. 
The uncle dies, Hope and Skin- 
ner join forces in a manner of 
speaking, and though they 
never get around to a formal 
ceremony until the book and 
their lives have run_ their 
course, they are The Skinners 
—man and wife—from that 
time on. 

It’s all a saga-like tale full of 
struggle and hard adjustments. 
Its interest, however, is pro- 
vided more in its various epi- 
sodes than in the over-all 
working out of a plot or power- 
ful theme. The story of the en- 
counter between  Skinner’s 


comely daughter and an embit- 


tered nomadic Icelander offers 
the one outstanding element: of 
heady romance. The solution 
that Skinner forces upon the 
pair, who are about to wreck 
their lives, is a demonstration 
of his wisdom and deep human- 
ity. But since the episode must 
be kept subsidiary to the main 
line of the novel, its poetic pos- 
sibilities are not exploited.

KINNER’S special virtue is 
S his attachment to elemen- 

tary values. He learns the 
ways of the Indians; he re- 
learns the ways of the white 
man. But he is free from the 
lust for gold, free from .am- 
bition. free and independent of 
all the mumerous_ crutches 
which are acquired in the 
course of civilized living. He 
can always make his way 
against nature. So at the finish, 
when their sons have become 
rich contractors who would 
dearly love to set up the old 
folks in a style that would re- 
flect credit on the family’s 
growing prestige, Skinner and 
Hope again take to the moun- 
tains. 

They descend into the pur- 
lieus of modern life only under 
pressure, to celebrate’ their 
“diamond wedding’ —a_ slight 
exaggeration but poetically jus- 
tified by their eminence as a 
“storied pair’—and to receive 
for the first time the sanction 
of bell and book. The ending 
is an excursion into ironic hu- 
mor: but somehow a little out 
of key. ! 

I found Mr. Steele’s novel 
interesting but not exactly ab- 
sorbing. He is meticulous in his 
fidelity to type and scene; the 
characters are all clearly drawn. 
But no wind of higi aspiration 
or deep feeling blows through 
its pages. The material has all 
the possibilities either for a 
tale of physical excitement or 
of spiritual grandeur. But the 
author simply doesn’t respond.

THEY CAME IN CHAINS: AMERI- 
CANS FROM AFRICA, by J. 
Saunders Redding. (J. B. Lippincott 
Ce., 320 pgs. $3.50.) 

SCOTTSBORO BOY, by Haywood 
Patterson and Earl Conrad. (Doubie- 
day & Ce., 309 pgs., $3). 

NYONE who does not want 
to know a lot more about 
what must be the ugliest 
side of American life should 
pass these two books by—and 
in a hurry. Both are mighty 
unpleasant. So. much so that it 
would be hard to say which is 
the more unpleasant of the 
two. They are, to change to 
phrase, inhuman documents. 
Oddly enough, each begins 
with people of black skins go- 
ing somewhere. The first starts 
out with a ship of mystery, 
under the Dutch flag, riding 
the tide in from the sea to the 
port of Jamestown in Virginia. 
Her cargo was 20 slaves. It was 
probably the most portentious 
freight in modern history. 


The second book opens more 
than 300 years later. Four 
Negro youths from Chattanooga 
were freight-hiking to Mem- 
phis on the Alabama Great 
Southern in search of work. It 
was March 25, 1931, and the 
depression times had hit hard 
on the families of those boys. 
The least they could do was to 
get out from home and see if 
they could earn at least what 
they themselves ate. 

“They Came in Chains” tells 
the story of the Negro in 
America from the arrival of 
those early bondsmen, through 
slavery and emancipation, and 
the long, uphill years to the 
Negro’s greatly improved estate, 
as suggested by Ralph Bunche 
and his distinguished work in 
Israel and the Middle East for 
the United Nations. 

‘The second book, as its title 
suggests, is a narrative of the 
notorious Scottsboro case. For 


it was those four Negro youths

supported Scottsboro 


from Chattanooga who got into 
a fight with white boys on that 
freight train, who “whupped” 
the rock-throwers, who were 
‘rounded up off the train at 
Paint Rock, Ala., who were 
taken to the county seat at 
Scottsboro, locked up and 
charged with raping two white 
girls, dressed in men’s overalls, 
who had been on the train.

HE authors approach the 
Scottsboro case somewhat 
differently. J. Saunders 
Redding of Hampton Institute 
(visiting professor of English at 
Brown University, 1949-50), 
agrees that “there was no 
shadow of a doubt in the mind 
of anyone, including the South- 
ern white man, that the Negro 
boys were innocent.” But he 
finds that the case was made to 
order for American Commu- 
nists and that they exploited it 
to the full. 

Even after the Communists 
withdrew and responsibility for 
the defense was taken over by 
a committee of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People, headed by 
Dr. Allen Knight Chambers of 
New York, the exploiters “con- 
tinued to make hay in the sun- 
shine of the case.” The Scotts- 
boro controversy, says Prof. 
Redding, “materially strength- 
ened the Communists’ position 
among Negroes.” 

Haywood Patterson, one of 
the original four boys ithe 
number grew to nine at Paint 
Rock when the white men col- 
lected all youths of black skins 
anywhere on the train) is so 
bitter about it all that he has 
few generous words. And most 
of these are for the radical 
International Labor Defense, 
which took the first outside in- 
terest in the case. But there 
were many other groups, indi- 
viduals and influences which 


defend- 


ants. Many of these were not 
in the least radical. 

Patterson’s book, written by 
Earl Conrad, author of “Har- 
riet Tubman” and “Inside Jim 
Crow America” and a former 
editor of the Chicago Defender, 
will frighten many readers and 
horrify others. The chapter on 
moral degeneration in Atmore 
State Prison Farm, near Mobile, 
to which Patterson was sent, 
is as frank an account of “sex” 
relationships among prisoners 
as most persons will have seen 
anywhere.

OW do the Scottsboro boys 
H stand today? Andy. Wright, 

the last of the nine to leave 
prison, was paroled in June at 
the age of 38. But Patterson 
was not ever released. He was 
tried and convicted four times 
in Alabama. The first time he 
was sentenced to death, as were 
all the others but one, who was 
obviously too young to have 
been guilty of rape. The fourth 
time he was sentenced to 75 
years in prison. 

While serving that sentence, 
Patterson planned a successful 
escape in 1949. It was while in 
hiding in the North that he and 
Conrad produced the manu- 
script of this book. On June 28 
the FBI announced that it had 
arrested Patterson in Detroit. 


. Since then Gov. Mennen Wil- 


liaams has announced that he 
will not return Patterson to 
Alabama, as justice would not 
be served, in his opinion, by 
doing so. 

Above all else, the Scottsboro 
story is an indictment of the 
failure of courts to provide 
counsel for accused persons. 
Among the impressive items in 
the valuable appendix is a gen- 
erous section of Justice Suther- 
land’s seven-to-two opinion re- 
versing the death sentence con- 
victions because the defendants 
had not had a fair trial.

A STRETCH ON THE RIVER, by 
Richard Bissell (Little, Brown & 
Ceo., 242 pgs., $2.75.) 


USTY, bawdy, funny and 
L virile are words that partly 

describe Mr. Bissell and his 
first novel, but the only word 
I have thought up that really 
expresses my feeling about the 
man and the book is “hooray!” 

What makes this yarn of tow- 
boating on the Mississippi river 
so exciting is that the reader 
is in at the literary birth of a 
humorist as American as a cat- 
fish and as genuine as a belly- 
laugh. 

The humor of “A Stretch On 
the River” is brimfull of the 
love of life, and brimming over 
with the love of women, bless 
"em. Mr. Bissell knows his rivers 
and his steamboats and his 
barges, and he knows his 
women, and he speaks of them 
all with the directness of a 
deckhand, the fervor of a lover, 
and the eloquence of a poet. 

Some readers will already be 
familiar with Mr. i Bissell 
through three of his short 
stories which have appeared in 
the Atlantic. One of them, “The 
Coal Queen,” won the Atlantic 
award, and was reprinted in 
Reader’s Digest and Scholastic. 
Another, “The Black Gates of 
Keokuk,” forms a chapter in 
“A Stretch On the River.” To 
St. Louisans there will be a 
special kind of thrill in reading 
this novel, for it is about St. 
Louis, and the whole Upper 
Mississippi Valley of which 
this city is a part, and Mr. 
Bissell, himself from Dubuque, 
Ia., writes of it with wonder 
and affection. Here is the way 
one of his characters tells how 
it is to bring a tow of barges 
down to St. Louis. 

“After the first time we come 
down the Chain of Rocks and 
past Burlington Elevator and on 
down under McKinley Bridge 
and then on down under. Eads 
Bridge and I see the lights of 
St. Louis and the boats tied up,

HE best way to begin this 
T interesting and—at times— 
slightly sensational book, is 
to turn to page 333, footnote 
No.1 of Chapter One. Here it 
is learned that Adm. Zacharias 
(now retired) and his collabora- 
tor, Mr. Farago, “made use of 
all bona fide intelligence 
sources available to persons no 
longer in government seryice. 
We employed the examination 
of documents, the interrogation 
of travelers, discussions with 
statesmen, diplomats, high-rank- 
ing officers. We ... studied 
and analyzed newspapers, books, 
radio intercepts, etc.” 
Footnote No. 1 also asserts 
that the author’s great interest 


in such affairs drew to them ° 


237 refugees from behind the 
iron curtain (senior officers of 
the Red Army and Navy, atomic 
scientists, diplomats, etc.) so 
that finally there was amassed 
amazing data “available to prgb- 
ably no other private persons 
in the United States.”

THE BALLAD TREE, by Evelyn 
Kendrick Wells. (The Ronald Press 
Co., 370 pgs., $4.50.) 


OME weeks ago, in St. 
S Louis, Richard Dyer - Ben- 

net, one of the great ballad 
singers, sang ballads to over- 
flow audiences in Graham Me- 
morial Chapel and the Art Mu- 
seum. He gave them simply, as 
they ought to be given, without 
histrionics, and to the accom- 
paniment of his guitar. Seldom 
have audiences. listened with 
such rapt and unqualified de- 
light. They were entranced by 
the indefinable charm of this 
simplest form of story and mel- 
ody. They would approve the 
statement around which Prof. 
Wells weaves her book, “The 
principal reason for the return 
of folk song is the vitality that 
lies in the song itself. Because 
it was good, it has lived.” 


She begins with references to 
this revival of folk music, hav- 
ing herself been active in the 
Pine Mountain Settlement 


School in Kentucky and in the 


English Folk Dance and Song 
Society. Knowing that some so- 
called hillbilly ditties are 
cheesy stuff, she is interested 
in guiding her readers back to 
the original and sound material. 
With remarkable clarity; she 
shows how scholars like Child 
weeded out the authentic bal- 
lads from imitations, and yet 
she doés not condemn a good 
melody even if ft is not in the 
on.

disciples and with the work of 
investigators like Cecil Sharp, 
who made clear the debt of the 
American mountain ballad to 
its English original. She also 
finds a place for cowboy songs 
and for other simple folk tunes 
with which grannies in the 
mountains or by the sea kept 
children from their play. 

As she suggests, the revival 
of folk music is a significant 
cultural trend. Children who 
are brought up hearing those 
simple melodies are brought 
close, as Todlstoi argued, to the 
heart of music. The themes of 
the older ballads may seem 
solemn, and yet the sharp con- 
trast between death and life, 
the pangs of love, and the sim- 
ple acceptance of the super- 
natural still stir man deeply. 
In dance tunes and in rowdy 
folk ditties the other note of 
unchecked merriment is sound- 
ed clearly enough, and people 
everywhere come together eas- 
ily on those two levels of plain- 
tive regret and of unsophisti/ 
cated merriment. 

What marks Miss Wells's 
study is its useful blend of 
scholarliness and of readibility. 
Melodic scores of gthe ballads 
are given in the text, and there 
are a number of helpful illus- 
trations of people and places 
linked with the ballads. The 
learning is here in abundance, 
but it is used to reinforce the 
charm of the old tunes and 
stories. And the reader is never 
allowed to forget, with all of 
the information given him, that 
what to do with a ballad is to 
sing it and enjoy it. | 


The Peasant Jew 


THE TESTAMENT OF THE LOST 
SON, by Soma Morgenstern. (Jew- 
ish Publication Society of America, 
Philadelphia, 359 pgs., $3.) 


O Jewish and non-Jewish 
T reader alike it will be in- 
teresting to get through 
this novel some insight into the 
life and thinking of a rare type 
of Jew: the peasant Jew. While 
it is true that the majority of 
Jews in Europe as well as in 
America have been city dwell- 
ers, there was in certain parts 
of Europe a segment of the 
Jewish population that was 
rooted in the soil just as deeply 
as their Christian neighbors. 
Morgenstern’s novel deals 
with the life in a village in East 
Galicia, formerly Austrian and 
now part of the Ukraine. (By 


sheer coincidence the author 
was born in the same region.) 


Central theme of the novel is 
the conflict of the generations. 
The setting is around 1930. The 


older generations which look 
back at a long chain of ances- 
tors in the village and harmo- 
nious relationships with their 
neighbors, find it hard to un- 
derstand why they suddenly 
-should no longer be wanted. 
The younger generation, on the 
other hand, has felt the change 
of sentiments and drawn two 
conclusions: to establish closer 
ties with their religion (which 
had been neglected by their 
fathers) and to prepare for a 
new peasant life in Palestine.

The “imminence” of a major 
war, however, is set forth very 
elastically: “Between now and 
1952 the U.S.S.R. will deploy 
its forces to occupy positions 
of strategic importance for 
carefully planned: tactical 
moves.” And although there are 
but two trifling references to 
Korea, there are dozens of ref- 
erences to the “five major dan- 
ger points,” namely: Yugoslavia, 
Iran, Turkey, Sweden and 
Southeast Asia. In another 
chapter entitled “Action in 
Asia” there is the statement 
that in China, the Philippines, 
Viet Nam, Burma and Malaya 
“The U.S.S.R. is waging war 
against us by proxy.” 

But World War .Ii. if it 
comes, “will be a new kind of 
conflict. It will come upon us 
in stages. In fact, some of its 
stages are already upon us. 
Others will be hardly recogniz- 
able as such. Still others will 
defy description under the con- 
ventional nomenclature that 
still dominates thinking in the 
western world. 


“Despite the cataclysmic con- 
sequences of the ultimate blow, 
its INITIAL moves will not 
have the sly and vicious impact 
of the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. Rather they will form 
part of an intricate operation, 
composed of manifold strokes, 
gradually developing in sound 
and fury—a desperate tour de 
force in a new kind of warfare. 
All the drums of Soviet propa- 
ganda will be beating, to pro- 
test the ‘innocence’ of the 
U.S.S.R. and to expose the 
‘criminal conspiracy’ of the 
‘warmongering imperialists of 
the west.’

wt HE U.S.S.R. will be in 
an excellent position to 
put the onus’on us, if 
only because its initial moves 
will be covert, circumspect, 
frequently ambiguous and dif- 
fuse—whereas our response to 
them will be of necessity overt, 
straightforward, plainly severe, 
and—alas!—unimaginative. 

“To the Soviet Union's new 
kind of war we shall oppose a 
traditional form of campaign 
bigger and better than any of 
our previous wars, but essen- 
tially the same strategy and 
tactics.

Per Cent Seen

WASHINGTON, D.c. (INS)}— 
Economists estimate that Presi- 
dent Truman’s order curbing 
mortgage loans will cut home 
building by at least 20 per cent 
during the next 12 months. 


With current output placed at 
1,500,000 a year, the reduction 
probably will amount to no less 
than 300,000 new apartments and 
houses over the period. 

A worsening of the internation- 
al situation will deepen the cut 
proportionately and a world war 
would shut down home construc- 
tion for the duration. 

The 20 per cent slash is fore- 
cast unofficially by some Govern- 
ment experts. The industry is 
much more pessimistic. The Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers is looking for a 40 per cent 
drop in home output. 

Spot Check Begun. 

In order to obtain an accurate 
picture of the situation, the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration is 
spot checking its field offices for 
 Yeaction to credit restrictions in 
local areas. 

FHA wants to learn builders’ 
plans and to obtain a consensus | 
of national opinion on the presi- 
dential order. 

The survey will also help Gov- 
ernmént policy makers in regulat- 
ing the mortgage credit situation.

Of even 
greater interest is a rare old 
Japanese scroll which unrolls to 
reveal quaint water color paint- 
ings of flower arrangements. It 
is not a book to skim through in 
a hurry, however, for it takes 
time and patience to unroll and 
rewind the scroll. 


But Many Bells. 


Although some vases, bowls and 
pieces of glassware are used as 
objects d’art in various rooms of 
the house, most of Mrs. Litt- 
mann’s collection is kept in her 
hobby room. Here green walls 
and light gréen cases, painted. 
black inside, make an effective 
background for both containers 
and accessories. All shapes, sizes 
jand colors are represented, and 
they are made of china, pottery, 
glass, wood and metal. 


Among the figurines are Christ- 
mas elves, Chinese mandarins, 
dainty Dresden’ shepherdesses, 
and a procession -of animals 
marching two by two—pairs of 
lions, sheep, bears, cats, dogs, 
deer, squirrels and rabbits. 

Somewhat more than half of 
the space of the room is used for 
a collection of 1400 bells. The 
cases are full of bells, and chimes, 
strings of gongs, sleigh bells, har- 
ness bells and even wooden bul- 
lock bells hang on the walls. Bells 
of antique glass make a rainbow 
of color on window shelves. 

Hobbies Connected. 

“I started collecting bells just 
10 years ago,’ Mrs. Littmann 
said, “and after I got my first 50, 
I went hot after it. My family 
and friends bring me bells, and 
surprisingly enough, I have had 
few duplicates. Bells are not 
often made exactly alike. When 
I get a duplicate, I give it to my 
grandson, who is starting a col- 
lection.”

C sidered the best professors 
of pitching, more capable of 
giving valuable tips to young 
men who want to make good 
throwing curves and fast balls 


than the men who starred per- 
sonally in the business. 


Muddy Ruel was given credit 
for excellent mound staffs at 
Chicago and Cleveland while he 
was coaching for the White Sox 
and Indians. When they talked 
of good pitching for the Phila- 
delphia Athletics, Coach Earle 
Brucker was mentioned. Earle 
has been doing a fine job with 
the Browns since leaving Con- 
nie Mack. In almost every bull- 
pen of the good ball clubs you'll 
find an old catcher, a master of 
the art in his playing days, vir- 
tually in charge of that phase of 
of the team’s activity. Many 
managers even let the veteran 
catcher, coach of the pitchers, 
designate the sequence and 
name the day's relief men. 

Without throwtng any onions 
or garbage cans at Eddie Dyer, 
Tony Kaufmann and _ Buzzy 
Wares, it might be a good idea 
for the Cardinals to find some 
veteran of the mask and pad to 
concentrate on developing 
mound talent for the Redbirds.

Anyway 
when the sirens blew, which meant that everyone had to turn 
out their lights. They, as well as the rest of the kids in 
the neighborhood, would be waiting, in excited anticipation, 
for Mr. Terry to emerge, in all his glory and paraphernalia.

Mr. Terry would emerge, but not in a state of 
glory. He would be in a state of acute embarrass- 
ment, But he had said he would be an air raid 
warden, and he was being one, come hell or high 
water. He was only thankful he didn’t look as 
ridiculous to the youngsters as he looked to himself.

@ “THERE HE COMES NOW,” he would hear them whisper. 
And in stage whispers they would call from the porch, “Mr. 
Terry, have you got your gas mask? Mr. Tefry, do you 
really carry a gun?” Mr. Terry would assure them he had 
his gas mask, and that he didn’t carry a gun. 

Mr. Terry used to dread those evenings. He would sit 
and read until about time for the sirens. Then he would start 
gathering up his helmet, his gas mask, his whistle which he 
wore around his neck on a cord, his pencil and notebook, and

adjust a small boy’s necktie to send him off to school, and 
he would take one last look around and then, squaring his 
shoulders, march out of the house at the first sound of 
the siren.

@ HE KNEW WHAT to do in any emergency. He has for- 
gotten it all today, and if a bomb fell on his typewriter at 
this moment, he wouldn't have the slightest idea which way 
to turn.

Twice a week for 
a good many weeks he walked down the street and around 
the corner to St. Roch’s school where, in the basement, he 
gathered with all the other air raid wardens of the neigh- 
borhood. A doctor gave them instructions in first aid, and 
after they had progressed satisfactorily, they practiced on 
one another. They took turns lying down on the floor, while 
others put splints on their legs, bandaged mangled shoulders 
and elbows, applied tourniquets, and practiced the correct 
procedure for shock.

The nearest thing to excitement he ever encountered 
was the night when he saw a commotion in the dark at 
the door of the drug store. Going over to investigate, he 
found one of the neighborhood boys there having himself a 
whale of a time. When the lights went out, some customers, 
caught in the drug store, had had to stay there until the 
all clear. They were huddled at the front door, looking out. 
The boy was on the outside, looking in. He was doing. more 
than that. He was making a series of horrible faces at the 
people on the inside, who were yelling through the door 
at him to go away. 

Mr. Terry went over and told him to go away too. 
Instead he just sat down on the sidewalk and refused to 
budge. Since it was time for the all-clear anyway, there 
didn't seem to be much point in trying to pick him up and 
carry him home, so he left the boy there and went 
back to his corner. Saw the other day. He’s grown 
up now. So are Nancy and Steve Gross and a lot of others. 
Come to think of it, Mr: Terry is nearly 10 years older 
himself. But he’s still got his white helmet, and while it's 
something of a saqrifice, if they want him to he'll dust it 
eff and stand on the corner again.

ing them the facts of Army life. 


The scene was familiar, but 
anybody who has lived off the 
G.I. reservation for several years 
wouldn’t have believed his ears: 

“Good afternoon, men,” the 
chubby lieutenant was _ saying. 
“My name is Lt. Linaker. I'm 
here on behalf of the Command- 
ing General to welcome you to 
Fort Riley. I hope your stay 
here will be pleasant and that 
you'll remember it that way. 

“Now, is anybody sick?” 

No hands went up. 

“Is anybody hungry?” 

Every hand went up. 

“‘Let’s see,” the officer goes on. 
“You can eat now if you want 
to, but if you do you'll get 
through processing pretty late. 
It’s entirely up to you which you 
want to do first.” 

Everybody shouts, “Processing” 
and “Yeah, let’s get it over with 
and then eat.” 

The lieutenant goes into detail 
about the first few hours of the 
four-day processing. “We have 
civilian barbers,” he _ says. 
“They've been informed to give 
you just the kind of haircut you 
want—almost.” The youngsters 
relax and break into guffaws. The 
lieutenant tells them about cloth- 
ing issue—“if you're fortunate 
enough to have a large head 
we'll have a hat to fit you”—and 
when he is through he _ says: 
“Make yourselves at home, but 
please don’t leave any cigarette 
butts on the floor for obvious rea- 
sons. Thank you.” 

They’re in the Army now, all 
right—but what an army! It still 
fights wars. It’s still a man’s 
world. But psychology and sales- 


manship have largely replaced 
bullying and profanity. What lieu- 
tenant ever used to wish a bunch 
of rookies a good afternoon? Now 
the average training division has 
a psychiatrist to cure cases of 
extreme homesickness and the 
commanding general orders a pic- 
ture taken of every recruit in his 
new uniform.

OR the 28 volunteers who left 
F Union Station last Tuesday 

morning the transition began 
at 12:50 a.m. aboard Car 93, a Pull- 
man called “Evening Star”. Many 
of the boys were 17 years old and 
the oldest was 24. Most of them 
had had a couple of beers and 
there was a lot of shoving and 
kidding as they laid claim to the 
made-up berths of the ancient but 
air-conditioned sleeper.

“I joined for 
kicks,” he announced, “A feller 
bet me $50 I wouldn’t go in the 
Army. I’m still trying to collect.” 
There was the shy boy with the 
slight speech defect and the kid 
with the new pair of $12 shoes 
that were going to be sent home 
again, and the two brothers who 
didn’t look alike at all.

July Pleasant but 
Dry at Possum Trot

ID-JULY generally marks the beginning of the summer 

doldrums in Missouri; that period of hot and sultry 

weather known in the Ozark country as “dog days.” 
There have always been many superstitiong connected with 
the season. It is a time when 
snakes go blind and strike at 
anything that moves near 
them — and if you find a 
snake that isn’t blind, it must 
be that dog days haven't 
commenced or are already 
over. Postoak and hickory 
sprouts cut during this period 
are supposed not to sprout 
again, although I’ve never yet 
known anyone who had the 
stamina to cut sprouts during 
f the heat of a Missouri sum- 
V4~mer.” And 1 expect if the 
@ sprouts didn’t die, then it 
would be because they had 
also to be cut in the dark 
of the moon or the sign of 
GT AY the heart. Hand-split “shakes” 
: PDI oe oak shingles will curl up 
and rot if laid during dog days and it’s a bad time to go 
swimming, which is apt to be true because the creeks and 
ponds low and stagnant. The truth is, I’ve never been able 
to get the experts to agree as to exactly when dog days 
start and stop, which is very handy in the event the “signs” 
don’t work. The origin of the term seems to go back in an- 
tiquity and marks the time when the dog star, Sirius is in 
conjunction with the sun in late July. 

So far, except for the drouth, July has Been a pleasant 
enough month. The cool, cloudy weather of last week finally 
ended with a shower which, although being far from enough 
to make up for our shortage, was better than nothing. We're 
like the old fellow who was praying for rain and said, 
“O Lord. We need rain mighty bad, for the corn is atwistin’ 
and ahurtin.’ But, Lord, please don’t send us none of those 
six-inch gully-washers. What we need is a 40-day dry drizzle.” 


* * * 


On those cloudy days it seemed, that sooner or 
later a real rain must come. Mornings we'd go out 
and look to the east. Evenings we'd walk out across 
the fields to the west. Often in very early morning 
there would be a heavy mist in the valley, rising first 
over the lower trees, then gradually climbing above 
the mountain. Sounds carry through such an at- 
mosphere and the birds are in full song, no matter 
how early we get up. A new pair of mocking birds 
have started a late nest in a small maple just out- 
side the kitchen door and the male spends his leisyre 
hours singing atop the ridgepole of the house. The 
bluebirds are busy again and a family of yellow-billed 
euckoos are being raised in one of the big sugar 
maples in the front yard. 
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@ THIS YEAR the oldest of our wildlife plots have ma- 
tured enough to make a real showing. The multiflora rose 
fence around the first one is high and thick enough now to 
be cattle-tight. Inside it, the oldest bi-color lespedeza is grow- 
ing eight feet tall and is blooming, so that it should certainly 
make a good seed crop. The serecia lespedeza, planted as 
cover rather than food, has taken over the area and made 
a thick stand in the bluegrass sod. It makes a beautiful sight 
with its tall, feathery, small-leaved branches reaching up a 
full five feet. And last week when Ran Barrett of the Con- 
servation Commission and I went over to get some color pic- 
tures, a covey of young quail flushed out of the hedge. Al- 
though the hatching season is generally late this year, these 
were well-grown, hard-flying birds and are the third covey 
ef this age we've seen.

It is possible to rear 
decent, wholesome, healthy and 
successful children in homes that 
have scant supplies. Food may be 
simple, clothing hard come by, 
space limited, but when the father 
and mother have character and a 
sense of duty to God and man, the 
children will come through tri- 
umphantly. 
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THESE CHILDREN learn the 
meaning of self-sacrifice, self-con- 
trol, helpfulness, hard work and 
the grim necessity of self-help. 
Sustained by the faith of their 
parents, strengthened by the unity 
of the family, they develop into 
fine men and women. 

Poverty is a hard taskmaster. 
It makes hard things harder. But 
it is not the worst condition that 
a family can face. Immorality is 
a blighting force and the father 
and mother of delinquency. It 
poisons the air the _ children 
breathe. Goodness does not thrive 
in such an atmosphere. 

The standards of the family 
sway the children’s conduct. When 
a father and mother have words 
of praise and commendation only 
for the unwholesome members of

EGRETS are the formal way of saying you cannot accept 
R= invitation. But they are not confined to persons who 
cannot come. They are expressed also by those who have 
done the inviting and are to be denied the pleasure of the 
other persons’ company. 
However, the regrets of the 
persons who have done the 
inviting are not quite as keen 
as those of the persons who 
cannot come. For, as much as 
they regret not having the 
persons they have invited, 
they can always have the com- 
pany of somebody else. That 
is, provided the persons who 
have expressed regrets have 
not waited until the very last 
minute to do so. 
In fact, there is a definite 
advantage in regrets since 
they make it possible to invite many more people than other- 
wise could be invited.

Along with a 
few other .workers, Alex and his 
father made assorted gadgets such 
as wire coat hangers, harmonica 
parts, and interlocking nail puz- 


ies. 


“Business was rough in those 
days,” he says. “We worked 54 
hours a week and it was hard 
work. Then on Fridays we'd have 
to run around trying to collect a 
few dollars for Saturday's pay- 
roll.” 

By the time Alex had graduated 
from grade school, he had come to 
a decision. He would devote the 
daylight hours to work and the 
night time to learning. Besides 


various trades, including clip-on 
bow ties used by undertakers in 
corpses for funerals. 
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ry, International Business Ma- 
chines Corporation, Radio Corpor- 
ation of America and Western 
Electric. On his thirty-first birth- 
day, the erstwhile proprietor of a 
basement workshop, counted up 
his contracts—$13,000,000 worth 
of radar antennae, Signal Corps 
transmitters, electronic I.Q. ma- 
chines for the Navy. By war's 
end, Alex Lewyt was handling 
government contracts amounting 
to more than $30,000,000. 


Until 1947 exclusively a contract 
manufacturer, Alex only a little 
more than two years ago fook the 
step that today has made him a 
real phenomenon in the business 
world.

EO J. ROUSSEAU: Working in 

a foundry and machine com- 

pany in 1942, Leo began toying 
with an idea of a belt line with 
rotating brushes to wash automo- 
biles. By 1945 he had developed 
a pilot model but he lacked the 
cash to put the idea into pro- 
duction. He tried interesting in- 
vestors in his proposed new ven-

Says Rousseau, the ex-machinist 
whose car washer sells for $16,000 
and has already made a small for- 
tune for hundreds of purchasers 
who have set up their own car- 
washer concerns: “I got to think- 
ing one day that @vings bonds 
put the money in my hands to get 
this venture started and _ since 
then I've begn conducting a cam- 
paign to ‘put opportunity in the 
driver's seat.’ In the front seat of 
each car that comes washed 
through Rousseau’s Minit-Man 
automatic car washer, customers 
firid a little booklet telling the 
story of how United States savings 
bonds helped Rousseau start the 
business that today turns out a 
machine to wash 500 automobiles 
a day and has created a new na- 
tional car laundry industry. .

A Harris went to work for the 

Ronson Art Metal Works as a 
case polisher and handy man, To- 
day he is president of the firm 
that can boast of being the world’s 
largest manufacturer of cigarette 
lighters. 

When Harris joined the firm 
that began principally as a manu- 
facturer of church goods and tro- 
phies, bookends and curios, Ron- 
son had few employes and only 
one branch. Today it employs 
5000 people and has produced 
more than 40,000,000 cigarette 
lighters. 

Looking back on the years dur- 
ing which he rose from case pol- 
isher and lad of all chores around 
the Ronson plant to president of 
the firm Harris says: “Business 
success is due to application and 
perseverance, The inventiveness 
and courage of its business men 
is America’s greatest asset, creat- 
ing new products, services and 
opportunities for newcomers.” 

THOMAS E. COURTNEY: 
Chairman of the board and finan- 
cial backer of Muntz TY, presi- 
dent of the Northern Illinois corp- 
oration, of DeKalb, Ill., and “‘si- 
lent partner” in numerous Illinois 
industries, big, blue-eyed Lincoln- 
esque Tom Courtney started his 
$14,000,000 business empire on a 
$3000 loan. As a boy he had 
worked as a newsboy on Chicago's 
elevated trains, as a janitor and 
lamplighter. In 1916 he was earn- 
ing $8 a week as a car washer, 
Six years later, on $3000 bor- 
rowed capital he set up his fi- 
nance company in DeKalb. His 
first loan, for $1200, nearly broke 
his bank, but in four months he 
knew he was in the right busi- 
ness. He credits his amazing for- 
tune today to his “Courtney 
Pledge” policy of never pressing 
defaulted borrowers hit by sick- 
ness, death or accident. His “‘si- 
lent partner” relationships in Ili- 
nois business can be numbered by 
the dozen and his magic touch is 
illustrated by the fact that in lit- 
tle more than a year Muntz TV 
grew from a $100,000 concern to 
a “going” status of more than 
$2,000,000. Under the quietly 
given advice and financial back- 
ing of Tom Courtney, Muntz rose 
from eighty-fifth to seventh place 
among TV manufacturers in little 
more than 12 months.

Courtney, who has never for- 
gotten the days when he was 
earning eight dollars a week at 
the backbreaking work of wash- 
ing automobiles, thinks he owes 
his success to a “human approach 
to the finance business.” 


CONRAD N. HILTON: As a boy 
back in San Antonio, N.M., Hilton 
acted as chief and only porter of 
his father’s five-room adobe 
boarding-house hotel. He carried 
water for the wash basins. He 
met drummers arriving on the 
middle -of-the-night train. He 
made beds and waited on table. 
Today some people call him the 
world’s No. 1 host. He owns, 
leases or operates under manage- 
ment contracts through the com- 
pany of which he is president, 
the Plaza, Roosevelt and Waldorf- 
Astoria hotels in New York; the 
Palmer House and Stevens in Chi- 
cago; the Mayflower in Washing- 
ton; and some dozen or more es- 
tablishments in Ohio, Texas, New 
Mexico, California and Puerto 
Rico. 

Hilton was chosen as.a recipient 
of one of the 1950 Horatio Alger 
awards because he saw and 
grasped the opportunity offered a 
small town boy to rise from a 
five-room boarding house, with 
rates of $1 a day, food included, 
to proprietor of a $100,000,000 
hotel empire. 
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ORVIN H. RIESER: President 
Nes Venita Ltd., and of the Rie- 

ser Co., makers of Venida hair- 
nets and hairmetic items, Rieser 
worked as a cash boy, grocery 
clerk and traveling salesman, be- 
fore going into the revolutionary 
business of making women’s hair 
nets out of human hair. Then, 
when success was within his 
grasp, World War I came along 
and Germany, the country from 
which he obtained the material 
for his product, was eliminated as 
a source of supply.

“I still eat and sleep with my 
business in mind, converting 
everything I see, hear or read to 
improving it,” says this Horatio 
Alger award winner who rose 
from grocery clerk to millionaire.

RS. STEPHEN M. PRONKO has long devoted much of 

her time and energy to working toward world peace and 

to urging other women to participate actively and con- 
structively in all matters which point toward democracy and 
peace. “Democracy must be 
practiced by the individual 
wherever he is if it is to be 
a living thing and a force in 
a world where it is so badly 
needed,” says Mrs. Pronko. 
“And the place for us to be- 
gin is on the local level. 
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Actually we should begin 
with ourselves; with an hon- 


est examination of our own 
attitudes.” 


Her interest in internation- 
al and interracial relations 
has its roots in her personal 


experience. Soft-spoken Mrs. 
Pronko, the former Ludwell 
Beal, was born in Virginia, 


where. she spent her early 


childhood. As a girl she lived 
in Ohio, then moved to Web- 
ster Groves, where she was 
graduated from the Webster 
Groves High School. Immedi- 
ately after her graduation she was married and in 1927 she 
and her husband, now minister of the Brentwood Congrega- 
tional Church, moved to the Philippines, where two of their 
three children were born.

There«they made friends among Chinese, Fili- 


pinos, East Indians and many Europeans during their 
eight years’ residence, and returned to the States with 
an awareness of the need to understand and accept 
individuals for their worth, regardless of race or color. — 
There, too, they saw a whole nation of people being 
educated in the ideals of democracy through the Amer- 
ican school system. “My life was so enriched by con- 
tacts and friendships which cut across all boundaries 
of prejudice that'I am anxious for others to share the 
experience,” she explains.

@ ON HER RETURN to this country Mrs, Pronko sought 
channels through which to put her convictions to work. She

1946. . 
Mrs. Pronko is now serving her third term on the national 
board of the United Council of Church Women, and is a mem- 
ber of the executive committee.

G OOD news for seamstresses: Here is a solution to the 


problem of leaving just the right amount of space be- 
tween button and material to allow for proper closing of 
the buttonhole. It is an inexpensive button gauge now in St. 
Louis shops which elevates the button during the sewing 
operation and assures uniform results. The gauge is made of 


plastic with a ruler embossed along one edge for convenience 
in spacing buttons evenly, and with a large and a small slot 
into which the buttons may be slipped. One end comes to a 
sharp point, ideal for removing basting threads or forming 
collar points.

@ REMOVING OLD PAINT need no longer be a dreaded 
chore; a product now available locally kes it a simple 
matter to strip off up to five coats of paint In a single opera- 
tion.

Dilapidated Old 


Farmhouse Less 


Than 30 Miles From Clayton Home

OW often in discussing our city, have you heard people say, 
H csux. St. Louis itself is fine but there’s no place around here 

to go in the summer”? Now, far be it from me to take over the 
job of the Chamber of Commerce and I’m perfectly willing to admit 
that we don’t have a seashore or towering mountains but we do 
have the Ozarks and their soft, verdant hills are as beautiful as 
anything to be found in this country, in this writer’s opinion. 


Mr. and Mrs. J. Sydney Salkey 
are among that fast growing 
group of St. Louisans who have 
discovered this beauty and are 
taking advantage of it to spend 
long, peaceful weekends in the 
country. At Fox Run Farm, their 
weekend place in the foothills 
of the Ozarks, they are literally 
drenched in beauty, with breath- 
taking views of the hills on every 
side. And all this less than 30 
miles from their town house on 
Cecil avenue in Clayton. 

Starting with a dilapidated old 
farm house, the Salkeys have 
created a little haven of peace 


and beauty, where they and their 
friends come to relax. Small in 
scale, so as not to be burdensome, 
they have still managed to incor- 
porate every item for comfort and 
gracious entertaining. 


On stepping from the covered 
porch of the clap-boarded farm- 
house into the tiny entrance hall, 
one senses immediately the spirit 
of the house. Plain whitewashed 
walls have, for single adornment, 
a huge cranberry picker filled 
with masses of greenery hanging 
on one wall, To-either side are 
doors leading to guest room and 
kitchen; straight ahead one enters 
the living room. 


This living room is a large room 


and includes not only living and 
dining areas but the stairway that 
leads to the master bedroom on 
the second floor. Pine paneled 
and filled with early American 
antiques, many of which have 
been converted to new uses, the 
room has a feeling of warmth and 
coziness, despite its size. Some of 
this has been achieved through 
comfortable lounging pieces and 
much through the adroit use of 


color.

OT only the color scheme but 

the decorative motif as well 

has been taken from the ma- 
terial on the twin couches before 
the fireplace. This material has 
been hand-blocked by Tom Bla- 
zier, St. Louis artist, in a farm- 
yard pattern in tones of bright 
green and yellow with touches of 
red and black on a white ground. 
The chickens, which are given a 
place of prominence in the farm- 
yard, are repeated over and over 
again in decorative accessories 
around the room. The tones of the 
print are repeated in the bold, 
hand-blocked plaid which covers 
two lounge chairs opposite the 
fireplace, and in the oval rag rugs 
which are placed on the deep-red, 
painted floor. 

The fireplace itself is of the 
early New England type with the 
hearth at one side and a built-in 
cupboard at the other. This cup- 
board is used, possibly not quite

standing and setting, are used as 
decorative objects, on mantel 
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tress ticking which is used to 
cover the white iron dining 
chairs. A little antique doll’s sur- 
rey, filled with potted plants, adds 
a touch of whimsey but doesn't 
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detract from the magnificent 
views to be seen from this win- 
dow-lined porch. 

Out from this porch is a series 
of terraces leading to a large and 
expertly equipped barbecue pit, 
for large parties and helpful 
warming ovens. At either side of 
the pit are built-in storage cup- 
hoards for cooking utensils, wood 
and charcoal. Picnic stables are 
ingeniously covered with remov- 
able, tin-topped, wood frames 
that keep them clean when not in 


use, 
Going back into the main 
house, a word must be said about 
the simple but attractive master 
suite on the second floor. Again, 
the Salkeys have very rightly 
kept the furnishings simple to re- 
tain the farmhouse atmosphere. 
The sloping roofed walls have 
been painted dead white to give a 
clean, cottagey effect and the 
floor is painted bright yellow and 
covered with rag rugs. . The beds

boards are done entirely in a 
deep green and yellow plaid ex- 
cept for the dust ruffles of plain 
deep green. The large casement 
windows are hung with white, 
ruffled curtains and all of the 
furnishings are of the simple ear- 
iy American type. The little 
stairhall also serves as dressing 
room and there is an accompany- 
ing bath. 

a a 
OWNSTAIRS once again, let's 
take a peek at the tiny guest 
room and the kitchen which 

are placed at either side of the 
entrance hall. The little guest 
room is gaily done in tones of 
red, white and blue. Against 
white walls are ruffled curtains 
of bold red and white striped cot- 
ton, the red being repeated in the 
scatter rugs which are placed on 
the bright blue painted floor. All 
the furniture, which is of the 
Victorian period, is painted flat 
white and the little slipper chairs 
are covered in white terry cloth, 


bound in-red. A little corner 
cupboard repeats the tones of the 
room with detorative objects of 
cranberry and deep blue glass. 

The kitchen with its accémpa- 
nying pantry is a model of mod- 
ern efficiency on a small scale. 
White linoleum, marbelized in 
red, covers not only the floor 
but all the work surfaces of the 
counter tops. Red checked ging- 
ham valances over white cur- 
tains, deeply ruffled in the check, 
again creates a farmhouse atmos- 
phere, even in this modernly 
equipped kitchen. 

A place of this nature, with 
its beauty, charm and complete 
equipment might seem unobtain- 
able to the average person, yet, 
there are hundreds of little 
shacks scattered throughout the 
Ozarks that, with ingenuity and 
elbow grease, might well provide 
havens of rest and beauty and 
serve as periodic retreats from 
the worries and bustle of our 
work-a-day world.

Tips on 


Canasta 


By 
Albert H. Morehead 


Recently we mentioned the 
variation of canasta in which sev- 
en cards in suit and sequence 
count as a canasta. This is not 
part of the official laws, and I 
believe the game is most pleasant 
if the official laws are followed 
in their entirety; but many 
players choose to deviate from 
them, and I will not quarrel 
with them. 

When you play that a sequence, 
as well as seven of a kind, counts 
as a canasta, it does not affect 
the game very much; except 
when there is some extravagant 
bonus for such a special canasta 
— may make it worth trying 
or 

Here is a case in which a spe- 
cial bonus was played. Suppose 
you held: 


The pack is very big. Seven 
cards in suit and sequence count 
as a canasta and earn a bonus 
of 1,000, not 300 or 500. 

The opponents have the advan- 
tage in this deal; they have more 
cards than you or your partner, 


You want to go out, as soon as 
possible. 

You have just drawn and it is 
up to you to discard. You do not 
want to discard a king (it would 
reduce your chance of going out) 
so the choice is between the 
nine or the six. 

With a big pack, and a seven- 
card straight flush counting as a 
1000-point canasta, you had bet- 
ter be aware of whether the dis- 
card pile contains a lot of clubs 
or a lot of diamonds. With no 
other basis for choice, that will 
decide your discard. You don’t 
want to give your left-hand op- 
ponent the pack and a 1000-point 
canasta too. 

All of which means that when 
you play a seven-card straight 
flush as a canasta you must watch 
the suit as well as the rank of 
discards. 

QUESTION: (Still the most- 
asked, despite frequent publica- 
tion of answers in this column 
and elsewhere.) Can you make the 
initial meld from your hand be- 
fore you draw, thus unfreezing 
the pack; then take the pack with 
a single matching card and a wild 
card? 

ANSWER: No, no, no. The pack 
is frozen until you make your 
initial meld; you can’t make your 
initial meld until your turn be- 
gins; and your turn doesn’t begin 
until you draw. So, unless you 
have a natural matching pair, 
you must draw from the stock.

How It Started 


“Ne News Is Geod News.” 


HESE are words of comfort. 

During the recent World War 

II as no doubt in previous 
wars, many a wife and mother, 
distraught by her failure to re- 
ceive mail from the man at the 
front, was offered consolation and 
found it in the words that “no 
news is good news.” 

In the year 1645, James Howell, 


the English essayist, wrote in one 
of his famous letters, “I am of 
the Italian’s mind that said, 
‘Nulla nuova, buona nuova — no 
news, good news.’” And since 
that time the words have been 
seen considerable usage in Eng- 
lish literature, and even more by 
word of mouth, in this same suc- 
cinct form. 

A manuscript bearing the date 
1616 has been preserved in which 
James I, King of England, ex- 
pressed the idea this way: “No 


news is better than evil news.” 
And other English authors varied 
the words for a similar thought, 
as for example Thomas Lupton, 
writing in 1633, that “the best 
news is when we hear no news.” 
The saying really bears the 
stamp of an earlier Spanish en- 
vironment, though its authorship 
here cannot be pinned down be- 
yond one of the “Famifiar Let- 
ters” of Edward Hellowes, which 
date 1574. Hellowes, who though 
an Englishman was perhaps best 
known as the translator of the 
Spaniard, Antonio de Guevara, 
wrote “evil news never too late.” 
And .it is interesting to find an-

STILL higher percentage of 

A new house sales are expected 

to be in the low and moderate 
price ranges from now on. 

New mortgage credit credit re- 
strictions will bring a proportion- 
ately heavier advance in cash 
down payments in the upper price 
brackets. 

For a new $15,000 house the 
down payment will have to be 
$3750. For a house costing $10.- 
000, two thirds as much, the down 
payment will be less than half 
that—only $1750. 

New York trade sources doubt 
anti-hoarding pleas do much good. 
They expect buying hysteria to 
die down in “soft goods,” the 
consumer items that wear out or 
spoil, when people realize there 
are plenty of such things. 

The rush to buy “hard” goods 
—cars and refrigerators and the 
like—they say may come to an 
end only if higher taxes and 
tougher credit rules are put into 
effect. 

The National Association of 
Purchasing Agents says there are 
already signs that panic buying 
of war-scarce items is growing 
less at retail and distributing 
levels. Buying of sugar, coffee. 
sheets and nylons is reported al- 
most back to normal in San Fran- 
cisco, for instance. 

The long downward trend in 
television prices has been halted. 
A number of manufacturers plan 
to follow the lead of Emerson. 
which upped prices $10 to $60 
last week, but most bigger tele- 
vision builders will hold current 
prices for a while at least. 


Luxury Cruises—Despite the 
fighting in Korea, steamship com- 
panies already are planning luxu- 
rious world cruises this winter. 
The Cunard liner Caronia is 
scheduled to sail from New York 
Jan. 8 on a globe-circler that will 
cost you from $3500 for a state- 
room up to $30,000 for a suite. 


Electric Power—The electric 
power industry is pushing its 12 
billion dollar expansion program 
in order to keep ahead of any in- 
dustrial demands the military sit- 
uation may bring. 

The industry now is scheduled 
to add 12,500,000 kilowatts ca- 

acity by the end of 1952, for a 
@otal of 81,000.000 more than dou- 
ble that of 1939. 


No Relief on Shortages—West- 
ern Europe is not likely to relieve 
any shortages caused by rearm- 
ing here. Britain, for instance,

N A low rocky bluff overlooking the Mississippi River 130 miles down- 
stream from St. Louis is situated the big small town—or small big 
town—of Cape Girardeau. Long the commercial and educational 

center of Southeast Missouri, the community possesses a tranquility that 
absorbs and tempers its bustling business activity. Cape Girardeau (pro- 
nounced jeer-ar-doe), with a population of 21, 580, modestly advertises itself 
as “a good place to live and work.” | 

Often referred to simply as —_ the city spreads over 10 square miles 
with much of the area given to pleasant, tree-shaded residential neighbor- 
hoods. Most establishments in the 10-block business district are strung out 
along Main street, which parallels the river below the bluff slope, and 
Broadway, which runs west from the river and bisects the city. In the heart 
of the downtown area, on a hill overlooking the riverfront, stands a venerable, 
weather-worn courthouse. Dominating the skyline is the great green copper 
dome of the main building of Southeast Missouri State College, whose campus 
occupies a height northwest of the business district. 

As trade and distribution center of a favored agricultural section, Cape 
Girardeau holds _—_ ggg economic position, but its economic stabil- 
ity is based on industry. The city has some 50 industrial firms 
employing about sey persons, the largest being an International Shoe 
Company plant, the Marquette Cement Company and the Superior Electric 
Products Company. Served solely by the river in its early days, the city no 
longer is a river port but depends on bus, truck and rail transportation for its 
trade with other areas. 

Well-kept streets, homes, lawns and parks are evidences of the: zealous 
civic pride of Cape residents. A number of business, church, fraternal, 
service and union groups participate actively in community affairs. Bond 
issues totaling nearly $1,000,000 were passed recently for a new high school 
and for two new fire stations and equipment, and a $250,000 street and sewer 
construction program is now under way. In state and national elections, 
Cape Girardeau is considered Democratic, but there are no partisan municipal 
politics. Since 1918 the city has had a: non-partisan commission form of 
government. A mayor and three commissioners, who also act as depart- 
ment heads, are elected at large every four years and serve as legislators 
as well as administrators. 

The city’s seven parks, one of them with a lighted baseball diamond, 
are community recreation centers, each having a municipally-sponsored 
summer playground program. The Cape has little night life, as the term 
usually is applied to after-dark entertainment. Under local option, the city 
has no taverns but may have next year when new population figures become 
official. Biggest annual event is the Southeast Missouri District Fair which 
has been held under various names with some interruptions since 1855. 

Like many old Missouri towns, Cape Girardeau has an interesting his- 
torical background. Its rather unusual name comes from a rock promontory 
which jutted into the river just north of the present city and which was desig- 
nated on early French maps as Cap Girardot or Girardeau. The point was 
named for Ensign Jean D. Girardot, who reputedly traded there with Indians 
after having been stationed with French troops at Kaskaskia (Illinois) in 
the early 1700s. 

Forerunner of the présent city was a frontier post established in 1793 
under a Spanish grant by Louis Lorimier, a French-Canadian adventurer 
who had led Indian forays against pmmarsc settlements in Ohio. Driven 
from American territory, he moved to what is now Missouri, became a 
Spanish subject and a prosperous trader. Immigrants from eastern states 
soon began to settle near Lorimier’s post, and in 1806, three years after the 
Louisiana territory became part of the United States, Lorimier platted the 
town of Cape Girardeau.

OST coffee cake and rolls made of sweet yeast dough 
had their origin in Europe where they were served with 
afternoon coffee. The basic dough was rich with eggs 

and butter and the toppings were varied. Schnecken (‘the 
word means snails) are rich yeast rolls of European origin. 

In making Schnecken, Mrs. May P. Kahn of St. Louis, 
spreads thinly rolled dough with melted butter, brown sugar, 
raisins and cut nutmeats, forms this into a long roll, cuts it 
in sections and places these in muffin tins. 

To make the dough, measured flour and sugar are sifted 
together. Butter is added to scalded milk and stirred until 
melted. Yeast is dissolved in lukewarm water. Eggs are 
beaten, then added to milk and butter mixture when it has 
cooled until only warm. Dissolved yeast is then added, flour 
and sugar are stirred in but not beaten and covered dough is 
placed in refrigerator. It remains there for 24 hours. Dough 
is not kneaded at any time. 

INGREDIENTS: One cup milk, scalded, two sticks salted 
butter, one-half cup white sugar, three whole eggs, one cake 
—_ dissolved in one-fourth cup lukewarm water, four cups 

read flour. For filling: Two sticks melted butter, one cup 
brown sugar, one cup each raisins and sliced nutmeats. These 
amounts make 24 large rolls.

For a golden moment he was Tarzan of the Apes. 

The neighbor, who prized his lettuce above the 
children down the street, came running from his 
back porch, sputtering. “Tarzan” was in for it. 

To Brad Teeter, a friendly, uninhibited and well- 
adjusted nine-year-old resident of Long Beach, 
Calif., this man’s wrath was something new. But 
thousands of other American children are familiar 
with his tongue. For he is a symbol of the child- 
hating adult known to parents, teachers, psycholo- 
gists and sociologists all over the U.S. 

Every neighborhood has its active child-haters, 
according to Dr. Howard A. Lane, head of child de- 
velopment at New York University’s School of Edu- 
cation. Traffic horns may not annoy them, but they 
will call the police department to break up a chil- 
dren’s baseball game on the street. 

But whdt is this? Haven’t we Americans always 
been kind to our children? Look at the time and 
money we spend feeding, clothing and educating 
them—and providing them with ample recreational

facilities which are second to none in the world. 

True, says Dr. Lane, yet many of us are inclined 
to deny an even more important contribution to our 
children’s future—our friendship! 

“What we really need,” he believes, “is an annual 
‘Be Kind to Children Week.’ ” 

“Mental hygienists say that people have to have 
friends,” says Dr. Lane. “Well, children are people, 
too, and, like other people, are known by the com- 
pany they keep. In my. own experience I have never 
met a so-called delinquent child who had a single 
decent adult friend.” 

How can children and adults become friends? 

Only when adults readjust their point of view 
when looking at children, says Dr. Lane. Finding 
fault in children is almost the principal activity of 
too many parents and teachers, he believes. What 
we need to substitute is a more enlightened view— 
“close, neighborly interest in all children.” 

How can that be done? 

» First, adults should make a point to stop and talk 
to children—any children—during “Be Kind to Chil- 
dren Week.” Try this, Dr. Lane urges, and you may 
be surprised at how much you will learn. 


Youngsters Are Worth Consulting 


» Second, parents should ask their children’s opin- 
ions on matters involving them. “You can learn a 
great deal from a child,” Dr. Lane believes. “Taking 
- a youngster bike-riding or fishing is far more valu- 
able than buying him a bicycle.” 
» Third, invite neighborhood kids into your home. 
It’s important, Dr. Lane feels, to make your neigh- 
bor’s youngster feel that he is a part of your family, 
too. This will show him that you like him as a per- 
son and as your child’s friend. It will also give you

an audience interested in what you have to say. 

If you want to be a child’s real friend, you have 
to look out for his welfare. Provide a safe and ade- 
quate space for him to play in.

“Let him shop for himself,” Dr. Lane urges. “If 
he can pick out his own clothes, he’ll feel more like 
a responsible person. Let him go where he wants 
to go, pick his own friends. And when he wants 
privacy—let him have privacy.” 


Don’t Spank—Teach 


R. LANE takes a somber view of punishment. 

Don't use discipline as reprisal, he warns. Dis- 

cipline should be teaching. It’s valuable, he says, 
only if it works when you are not around. 

Where there is no love or kindness in the home, 
he warns, there is danger. 

“Let me tell you of Butch,” he said recently. “His 
parents, brothers, neighbors, teachers all worked 
systematically to make him a delinquent. His father 
worked in a blind-alley job. His mother was old and 
ill before her time and both parents believed in 
beating their children. 

“His older brothers passed on to Butch the cruel- 
ties they suffered. 

“Today Butch is 15. He is in the sixth grade. His 
teachers have constantly found fault with him. The 
neighbors forbid their children to play with him. 
And soon he will be large and angry enough to do 
real harm. Then the neighbors will blame him be- 
cause he learned so well the lessons he was taught.” 

Should we observe an annual “Be Kind to Chil- 
dren Week?” “Yes,”’ says Dr. Lane, “but, more im- 
portant, let’s remember to be kind to children—both 
ours and our neighbors’~—every week in the year.”’ 
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His folks reciprocate by asking neighbor's son to dinner.

Across the Atlantic in Seven Hours 


Still an imaginary flight? Of course, but in five 
years, maybe sooner, it needn’t be. It will be real. 
You see, you have been flying in a commercial 
jet transport. 

Visionary? Not at all. Listen to what Joseph J. 
O'Connell, Jr., Chairman of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board has to say about the future of jet trans- 
ports: 

“Within five years,’ declares the CAB head, 
“we will see the introduction of jet passenger 
transportation in the United States.” 

Why jets? What’s the matter with our present, 
conventional-type planes? | 

The answer is mostly speed—and comfort. 

Jet transports will fly at 500 miles an hour, 
compared to today’s 300 or less. They'll cut the 
fiying time from New York to London from 12 
hours to seven, from New York to Bermuda from 
three hours plus to two hours and 12 minutes. 

The lack of vibration you noticed on that im- 
aginary flight is characteristic of jet perform- 
ance. And a jet at high speed streaks along so 
fast that noise is left almost completely behind.

Up to now you've probably associated the 
“swoo-oosh”’ of airborne jets only with warplanes. 
But prototype passenger jets are already flying. 

One of the top examples is England’s De Havil- 
land Comet (above) a four-jet, 48-passenger 
transport already in production. Another is 
Canada’s Avro Jetliner, which made an experi- 
mental flight from Montreal to New York in 59 
minutes. The present scheduled airline time for 
the same flight is an hour and 45 minutes. 

Strangely, it is the U.S. aviation industry that 
has lagged in developing passenger jets. 

US. plans are still on the drawing boards. And 
a squabble over finances is keeping them there. 
Our plane builders claim that they can’t afford 
the $25 million it would cost to build a single 
passenger prototype. So do the airlines. 


Who Will Pay for the First Ones? 


Efforts to secure government financing have 
bogged down amid industry conflicts over the 
form it should take. The best bet is that some ar- 
rangement will be worked out to develop trans- 
port designs along lines of some of our jet bomb- 
ers like the B-47. 

Meanwhile, U.S. plane builders have been 
moving ahead more rapidly in the development 
of a more moderate jet version — the turboprop. 
Put simply, a turboprop engine is a turbojet en- 
gine geared to a propeller. It has many of the 
advantages of the propellerless jet, including the 
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Projected Boeing transports look like Air Force B-47.

N A CONTEST for civic spirit among U.S.

HE’S A WILD BABY, that Wind 
River.

PHOTOGRAPHER Roger Coster hos specialized in snapping 
glamor girls in Europe, South America, and the U.S. Here is his report 
of a trip to Spain to find whether “Carmen” exists in 1950. 


HUNDRED YEARS AGO, a Frenchman named Prosper Meri- 
mee wrote the story of a fiery Spanish girl named 
Carmen, a famous glamor girl. 

She works in a cigarette factory in Seville, but after 
work she goes out with bull-fighters, sings, and dances 
on the table. She has black eyes, black hair, lively! 

Later on, another Frenchman named Georges Bizet 
wrote an opera about her. Since then, she has been the 
glamor girl of opera and a symbol of Spain. What better 
that I, another, Frenchman, should go to Spain to look 
for a real-life Carmen of 1950? 

As soon as I arrived in Seville, I checked my luggage at 
the hotel and went to a cigarette factory. To the director 
of the cigarette factory (he was smoking a cigar) I asked, 
“Where is Carmen?” 

“But Senor,” he replied, “you are one of the thousands 
who come to look for Carmen. I tell them always, Car- 
men NEVER worked here! Years and years ago, 2,000 
women worked here. Now we have only 350 left. The 
youngest is 65. She is no Carmen.” 

This was the end of a dream. I had come all the way 
from New York, and no Carmens. Where would I look?

I found there a nice gentleman with white hair and a 
small mustache. Very “caballero.” “Sir,” I said, “I’m look- 
ing for Carmen. I'm sure there is a Carmen someplace. 
I must meet her: black eyes, black hair, lively!”’ 

“Senor,” he replied, “I am 68 years old. I was born and 
raised in Sevifle. Carmen is a foreigner’s dream. In my 
youth, I used to search, too. Go see my friend Senor 
Laffita. He is a newspaperman. He may know.” 


‘“‘Look in a Nightclub’’ 


Senor Laffita was kind to me. He published an article in 
his newspaper on page 3 asking his readers, “Where is 
Carmen? What would she be doing?” The answers came: 
“Carmen could dance. Look in a nightclub.” 

There was only one man for me to contact, a Senor 
Realito, a dancing teacher. He taught the famous danc- 
ing team of Rosario & Antonio and Carmen Amaya, who 
went to the U.S. “Senor,” he swore, “I know every girl in 
Seville. If there is a Carmen, we will find her!”’ 

We went to the “Casino.” The Senor drank a bottle of 
wine. We went to the “Citroen.’’ Another bottle. We went 
to “La Botega.” There was a girl in the chorus. I said, 
“Carmen!” I got my camera. Here is Carmen, 1950. 
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AT NIGHT, exhausted from dancing, she goes home to bed and 
dreams about Hollywood. As dancer, she makes $5 per evening.

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he Danger Seat

ok REALLY WASNT much of an accident. 
A front tire blew and the car left the 
road and stopped short in a ditch. 

The driver was thrown forward in his 
seat. But the steering wheel pushed him 
back. He wasn’t even scratched. 

His wife, seated next to him, was not 
so’ fortunate. Catapulted forward, she 
cracked her head on the instrument 
panel. The police found her dead of a 
skull fracture: another victim of the 
“danger seat!” 

Actually, that right-hand front seat, 
says Dr. Claire L. Straith, Detroit plastic 
surgeon, is the “death seat.’ The person 
who sits there—girl friend, mother with 
baby, hitchhiker or office companion—has 
three or four chances of suffering injury 
or death to the driver’s one chance. 

Here’s why: the driver has the steering 
wheel to protect him from hitting the 
windshield or dashboard. At the very least 
it will lessen the force with which he 
strikes if he does reach them. 


Nothing Shields the Passenger 


But his passenger has nothing to keep 
head, neck or face from smashing into 
and through the windshield, from crash- 
ing against some of the knobs on the dash, 
or being slashed by the cutting edge of 
the glove pocket or the ash receiver. 
Let’s be specific. Dr. Straith reports 
that of fifty consecutive patients he 
treated for injuries to the face, eight were 
in the driver’s seat, eight in the back seat, 
but 34 were in the danger seat beside the 
driver. And of these, 25 were women. 
Here’s more proof: in a study of acci- 
dents for September, 1947, carried out by 
the Accident Prevention Bureau of the 
Cetroit Police Department, it was found 
that in 219 accidents where more than 
one rider was injured, 260 passengers 
were hurt, but no drivers. The accidents

In accidents, it’s not the driver who gets hurt — 


more often, it’s the person beside him 


in which the drivers were injured but the 
passengers were unhurt were a mere 13. 

How do these injuries occur? 

If the head strikes the windshield and 
breaks it, head and neck wounds come 
from the impact and from glass slivers. 

If the head is deflected to the dash 
after striking the windshield, cuts and 
crushing injuries to the face are inflicted. 

If the face strikes the dash without hit- 
ting the windshield first, it is likely either 
to be crushed by the force of the impact, 
or torn and cut by the knobs and sharp 
edges on the right side of the dash. 


Don't Let This Happen to You! 


The wounds the guest passenger suffers 
don’t make pleasant reading. They may 
be deep cuts or severe lacerations. 

But heré’s good news: some manufac- 
turers are re-arranging their car interiors 
so aS to lessen these hazards. One well- 
known make has removed all attach- 
ments from the right to the left-hand 
side of the dash except for half the radio 
panel. This is covered by a smooth metal 
plate. An even.more valuable safety de- 
vice is a canvas web belt that can be 
buckled round the passenger's waist 
much like an airliner seat belt. 


A Pad for the Dash 


Another manufacturer has also cleared 
the right-hand dash on all his models; 
but on one model has added an additional 
safety device. This is a “crash pad” of 
sponge rubber the size and thickness of a 
man’s arm. It’s placed around the outside 
of the right-hand half of the dash. 

It’s easy enough to talk about prevent- 
ing this sort of thing from happening in 
the first place. Safer driving is the only 
real cure. But until we eliminate traffic 
accidents entirely — and there’s little 
prospect of this yet-—we can at least 
observe a number of simple rules in 
driving with others. Check them below: 


Protect yourself in the “‘danger seat’’...

@ 4. If in an emergency you suddenly 
realize there is going to be a crash, brace 
yourself as well as you can. Then, if 
you're sitting in the “danger seat,” lean 
forward and cushion the top of your head 
and face by folding both arms against 
the dashboard. 

Will observing all these measures make 
the danger seat a safe place to ride in? 
Not at all. 

But a faithful carrying out of these 
simple rules will greatly reduce the haz- 
ards that will probably always attend rid- 
ing in this least favored spot in the car.
